SOME 
OUTSTANDING EVENTS 
OF NEXT MONTH 


HE month of May will indeed be 

a busy one with le monde philatélique. 

From the 7th to the 12th there 

will be the very important Inter- 

national Air-Post Exhibition (known 
shortly as “‘Apex’’), to be held at the 
Horticultural Hall, Vincent Square, West- 
minster. The names of the Marquess of 
Londonderry, Viscount Rothermere, Sir 
Philip Sassoon, and the Postmaster General, 
Sir Kingsley Wood, are to be found among 
the Patrons and Presidents, while there is a 
“Committee of Honour” including all 
the most famous living aviators. The 
Exhibition itself will embrace some of the 
finest collections of rare and interesting air- 
stamps and covers which are in existence. 
One of the large annexes will be occupied 
by the Post Office, and will include “a 
spectacular exhibition representative of the 
Air Mail.” 

Then six days of the month will be 
occupied by the disposal of the famous 
Arthur Hind collection, the first portions 
of which will be sold by H. R. Harmer of 
Bond Street upon the 1st (commencing 
April 30th), 7th, 8th, 9th, 28th and 29th. 
It is impossible to give here even the most 
abbreviated list of the many great rarities 
contained in this collection, of which scores 
of single lots will run into many hundreds 
of pounds apiece, while there are a good 
few that will realise thousands. 

Although it was intended originally 
that this wonderful collection should be 
sold in New York—and the U.S.A. portion

Among the treasures from the Hind 
Collection 


had already been disposed of there for 
£47,000—at the last moment it was recog- 
nised that London, as the hub of the 
philatelic world, was the best market for 
the disposal of large collections, and the 
sale was transferred here. 

Another magr.ificent collection is at 
present on view at Messrs. C. Nissen and 
Co.’s, Limited, Stamp Dealers by Appoint- 
ment to H.M. the King. This is the remark- 
able collection of stamps of Great Britain 
accumulated by the late W. Martello Gray 
of Bradford, which Messrs. Nissen have 
recently purchased. It is actually finer in 
many respects and wider in its scope than 
the same section in the Hind collection. It 
occupies no fewer than twenty-two volumes, 
and contains a mass of rarities and fine 
blocks which took the late owner a lifetime 
to acquire. 

I hear that there is little left of the 
marvellous Van Gelder collection, which 
has only been in the hands of Messrs. 
Frank Godden, Limited, for a few months. 
The superb condition of this collection, 
possibly the finest in that respect of any 
one which has yet come into the market, 
has resulted in the most rapid sales, not- 
withstanding the very high prices at which 
most of the lots were appraised.

PROSPECTS of PEDIGREE STOCK 


SUFFOLK SHEEP SOCIETY.—- We 
have received from the secretary of the 
Suffolk Sheep Society, 24, Princes Street, 
Ipswich, a copy of the official Year Book 
for 1934 which is published by the Society. 
This is a breed publication that summarises 
the principal achievements of Suffolk sheep 
during 1933. No sheep breed has a better 
record than this. Thus Suffolks hold the 
honour of making the highest prices and 
averages of all the Down types. The highest 
priced ram lamb was bred by Messrs. J. R. 
Keeble and Son, and was bought for Com- 
mander J. A, Duncan’s flock in Scotland 
for 230 guineas. In the sphere of cross- 
breeding, it is a great tribute to the breed 
that 783 ram lambs were sold at Kelso on 
one day to average £11 6s. 3d. per head. 
This is great going and must make (many 
other breeders envious of these successes. 


SHORTHORN nana, FOR AUS- 
TRALIA. — Mr. - P. MacGillivray 
reports that he ae sold his stock bull, 
Glastullich Barnone 250977 for export to 
Australia at the handsome figure of 750 
guineas. Calved in January, 1931, Glas- 
tullich Barnone was sired by that very 
successful breeding bull, Naemoor Jasper 
217761, and out of 100154 Naemoor 
Butterfly 4th, by Naemoor Gaffer, and won 
second prize in the January class at Perth 


in 1932 for his breeder, Mr. William 
MacGillivray of Glastullich, Nigg, Ross- 
shire. Well bred himself, Glastullich 


was suited to their special needs, they could 
look to the future with every confidence. 
Lord Cranworth said he was pleased to 
be able to announce that the character of 
communications received from South Africa, 
Southern Rhodesia, Aus.ralia and New 
Zealand, left little doubt that the Red Poll 
was capturing more and more support. 
Nothing was more encouraging than the 
progress in South Africa and Australia, 
where only recently new breeders had em- 
barked on herds through the _ interest 
created in the exported stock which over 
a period of years had justified all that had 
been claimed for the breed. In Western 
Australia such substantial improvement had 
resulted that another Red Poll cattle 
breeders’ association had now been formed ; 
this was the second to be started this year, 
the other being in Southern Rhodesia. On 
the other side of Australia, Red Polls had 
gone ahead to such an extent that at the 
recent Sydney Royal Show chere were 
fifty-five entries of Red Polls, where three 
years ago there was none. What appeared 
greatly to impress breeders overseas and 
those who were now contemplating embark- 
ing on herds was the manner in which the 
breed lived up to its reputation for milk 
and beef production, and its thriftiness in 
trying climatic conditions where hard 
living had to be encountered. Testimony 
to the value of the breed on those lines was 
lately supported in letters received from 
South Africa and Queensland in Australia,

RED POLL CATTLE SOCIETY.— 
Among the principal matters of interest 
that came under the attention of the Council 
of the Red Poll Cattle Society at its meeting 
at the offices of the Royal Agricultural 
Society in London recently were the 
developments in the British Overseas 
Dominions, where, through the wider con- 
centration on dual-purpose cattle, the Red 
Poll breed was now very much in evidence. 
Lord Cranworth, who was again re-elected 
Chairman, reviewed the position from the 
standpoint of the interest that was being 
displayed in Red Polls in many parts of 
the world. His lordship, in emphasising 
that the future boded well for this dual- 
purpose breed, pointed to the wider support 
that the Red Poll was obtaining from 
commercial herd-owners, who were making 
greater use of Red Poll bulls for cross- 
breeding. What with this welcome recogni- 
tion of a breed which was essentially a 
type for the average farmer and its growing 
favour by stock breeders in distant countries, 
who found that the dual-purpose Red Poll 


where preparations for the breeding of 
Red Polls on a considerable scale were being 
made. Yet further gratifying evidence of 
this character came from Burma, and only 
this week the writer, in s nding orders for 
Red Polls, declared that the breed had 
proved the best for a tropical climate. 
The question of recent criticisms of dual- 
purpose was incidentally referred to, and 
unanimous agreement was expressed with 
thc views of Mr. J. H. Lachlan White and 
Mr. W. P. Bailey, two representative 
breeders in Suffolk and Norfolk, that the 
feeding of Red Polls on scientific lines was 
out of the question. To give, said Mr. 
Lachlan White, a Red Poll cow anything 
like the same amount of concentrates and 
other food suggested made them ill. Tt was 
futile, added Mr. Lachlan Whice, to give a 
Red Poll cow yielding seven gallons of milk 
a day 21lb. of concentrates besides the 
maintenance ration. Exception was taken 
to the idea that pedigree was a mistaken 
policy, when, as was well known, the experi- 
ence of those who had been foremost as 
successful stock breeders, and the basis of 
all their achievements and the _ present 
high standard of British stock, was the direct 
outcome of the studious regard for selective 
breeding on pedigree lines. The secretary 
stated thre were interesting developments 
in Norfolk, and there was an early prospect 
of the addition of new members from that 
county owing to the likely coming change 
in the cattle likely to breed there in the 
future, the outcome of a less concentration 
on milk production, which the unsatisfactory 
returns on beef making had occasioned,

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The Art of Seeing 


HE time when hedgerow and meadow and woodland 
are undergoing their annual transformation at the 
touch of Primavera’s toes is appropriate for the 
appearance of the excellent pamphlet on the 
Protection of Wild Flowers issued by the Wild Plants 
Conservation Board of the Council for the Preservation 
of Rural England. It is accompanied by a set of schedules 
of wild plants requiring special protection under the by- 
law which has been adopted during the past two years 
by the majority of county councils. Between them, the 
by-law, of which the intelligent application is assisted by 
these schedules, and the pamphlet mark a distinct advance 
along the road towards the according to our native flora of 
the same measure of protective interest as is enjoyed now 
by birds. ‘To some the paraphernalia of reports, schedules, 
and by-laws may seem heavy-handed in relation to the 
most spontaneous of Nature’s gestures, the prodigality of 
Earth’s spring anthem. But heavy-footed too are the 
followers of Primavera who have replaced nowadays the 
airy beings depicted by Botticelli, the regiments of joy- 
riders, commercially minded youngsters, botanisers, schools, 
flower-show competitors, and building, drainage, and 
highway authorities. Nothing can restore the little wild 
bugloss and the lily of the valley found by Gerard in Picca- 
dilly and Hampstead Heath. But by checking wanton 
and thoughtless destruction in places that bear the same 
relation to our cities to-day, the extermination that is 
overtaking even common species can be arrested. Indeed, 
projects are already on foot to restore and propagate some 
of the more kittle cattle in certain areas. 
The proper attitude to wild flowers, as to the other 
good things of life, has to be learned. The human reaction 
to any thing of beauty is to possess it, regardless of the 
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action’s efiect on the thing so acquired. ‘The “ collector’s 
instinct,”’ a modified form of this primitive urge, is harmless 
where plenty reigns, but becomes as anti-social as wanton 
destruction when it is indulged, as it generally is, at the 
expense of the rare. Only when the natural lust has been 
sublimated is true enjoyment experienced, whether the 
trained observer’s intellectual pleasure in watching the 
long-sought quarry flourish in some secret spot or the 
artist’s sensuous joy in coloured light. ‘It cannot be 
too strongly emphasised,” write the authors of the 
pamphlet, “ that the development of interest and the powe: 
of observation should be the chief aim in all Nature study,’ 
and, it may be added, in those excursions to the countrysid: 
that motoring has lately converted to the likeness of ; 
plague of locusts. At the present time this annual rap: 
of primroses, bluebells and cowslips, to name only th« 
most favoured species, is the most serious cause of extermina- 
tion. ‘The wholesale digging up of roots which still enable: 
a considerable, though diminishing, traffic in ferns to be 
carried on, is now a legal offence in the counties that have 
adopted the by-law, and will, it is to be hoped, be finally 
stopped through its adoption in all counties and its enforce. 
ment. But the by-law says nothing about the indis- 
criminate picking of flowers. If education and _ public 
opinion do not lead to a reduction of this evil, legislation 
will have to take a hand. But the pamphlet takes the wise 
view that education is a more powerful instrument than 
repressive legislation. When public opinion is strong 
enough for such a law to be passed and enforced, the need 
for it may well have disappeared automatically through 
indiscriminate picking having lost its attraction. 

It is, then, through education, and more especially 
in the schools, that we must look for a civilised attitude to 
natural beauty to be begotten. Much excellent work is 
already being done in developing interest and power of 
observation through botany lessons. But, as we have 
pointed out before now, too often the encouragement of the 
children to look at flowers leads to a premium being set on 
the more uncommon ones. The pamphlet urges school 
teachers to implant the idea that flowers are more interesting 
and beautiful when growing than when picked or pressed, 
and to bear in mind themselves that the commoner species 
are just as good, or better, as subjects for biological study 
than rare ones. ‘‘ Specimens of common plants can be 
drawn, and if need be preserved, without detriment to the 
flora, to show the range of variation when growing in 
different situations ; the condition they present at various 
seasons ; the mode of vegetative propagation ; and so on.” 
Such plants as dandelion, bracken, willow-herb, and even 
“weeds ” like creeping sorrel and bindweed, present, in 
their adaptability to varying conditions, better subjects of 
study than, say, wild orchises and gentians. It is recom- 
mended that, when prizes are offered for “ collections,” 
the latter should illustrate the life history of common plants, 
or their variations, thus encouraging the maximum of 
observation and the minimum of destruction; while 
collections offered for prizes at shows should be disqualified 
when containing any obviously rare plant. ‘The pamphlet 
goes on to endorse the suggestion made here two years 
ago that school gardens should be used for raising from 
seed such flowers as are needed in large quantities for 
botanical study, and that seed be obtained from firms 
guaranteed not to have collected it injuriously. The idea 
might well be carried a stage farther, along the lines long 
ago suggested by Mrs. Ewing in Mary’s Meadow, where 
the children set themselves to carry out old John Parkinson’s 
practice of scattering seed in hedgerows and waste spaces 
“to serve their senses that travel by hedges and ditches 
and perhaps have no garden.”

‘The 
sale of the Frederick Anthony White collection of Old 
Masters at Christie’s last week gave a similarly cheerful 
reading, with prices for Perugino, Reynolds and Richard 
Wilson, among other painters, that would have challenged 
attention at the best of times and represented appreciation 
at the rate of three hundred per cent. per generation. ‘These 
may be straws, but the Treasury weathercock would not 
be pointing so steadily in the same direction if a prosperity 
wind were not behind it. 


SPORTING PICTURES AT MILLBANK 
OR years we have urged in these columns the claims of 
the old English sporting artists to adequate representa- 
tion in the national collections. At last the proposal has 
been adopted, and the Director of the Tate Gallery is to 
be congratulated upon the small but select group that has 
now been hung in Gallery V. ‘The few specimens of 
sporting painting that are in public possession are for the 
time being supplemented by loans. In the first category 
is Wootton’s picture from Ditchley of Lord Lichfield 
and his son in the uniform of the Beaufort Hunt, bought 
for the nation last summer, supported by pictures by Romney, 
Gainsborough, Wheatley, and two good Stubbses. Stubbs, 
however, is more worthily represented in the ‘ Colonel 
Pocklington,” familiar to visitors to Burlington House, 
lent by Mrs. Carstairs. It cannot be pretended that the 
collection is even representative as yet. But the great 
thing is that the claims of sporting painting have now been 
recognised and a nucleus formed to which additions may 
be made by loan or bequest. 


MILK POLICY 

“THE MILK BOARD have come in for a good deal of 
criticism, though not as much as the independent 

arbitrators who fixed prices for the summer months. _ Still, 

by this time most farmers realise that they must make the 

best of the award, and many of them go so far as to believe 
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that without the scheme prices would be lower than they 
are. Liquid milk sales this summer will bring in a shilling 
and one and a penny a gallon to the pool; while manu- 
facturing milk, in spite of the Government’s guaranteed 
minimum of fivepence, is not likely to average more than 
sixpence. The Board’s next job, therefore, having got 
themselves into working order, is to see that as much milk 
as possible is sold at a shilling a gallon and as little as possible 
at sixpence. ‘The question arises how far publicity will 
acccomplish this excellent aim. ‘The National Milk Pub- 
licity Council appear to be going about their business in 
the right way. Feeling that the ‘“ milk-habits’ of most 
adults are likely to be more or less fixed, they are tackling 
the younger generation. More milk clubs are to be estab- 
lished in schools, where the children will be taught the 
value of milk as a beverage and as a food. More can- 
teens supplying cheap milk for factory workers are also 
to be set up. ‘Lhis all involves the ever-recurring question 
of purity. If their campaign is to succeed and to benefit 
the nation and the industry to the fullest extent, the Board 
must not rest until the complete eradication of tuberculosis 
from our dairy herds is an accomplished fact. ‘The scheme 
for registering as “ accredited producers ‘’ all farmers who 
offer their herds for clinical examination, and whose milk 
satisfies the Grade A bacterial standard, is a sound step in 
the right direction. 


ART AND THE CUP 
ITH the arrival of the Australian team and the Final 
of the Association Cup in one and the same week, 
we come to the parting of the ways ; football will soon be 
dead, and we shall be shouting “‘ Long live cricket.” 
Football does not, however, slink away to die, but goes out 
in splendour with colours flying, for not only do the fates 
of various clubs in various leagues still tremble in the 
balance, but the final of the Cup is, perhaps, the greatest 
of all the game’s occasions. Humanly speaking, the 
Arsenal made themselves sure of the League championship 
last Saturday, and if Portsmouth should win the Cup the 
South will have brought off a double event at the expense 
of the North. However, Portsmouth have not won yet, 
and Manchester City, who are in the final for the second 
year running, have not the least intention that they should. 
The two mighty crowds that descend on London in the 
early hours of this Saturday morning will come from two 
different parts of the world, will talk two different languages, 
and will represent in a reasonably friendly way all the 
ancient antipathies of the North and the South. That 
will add to the gaiety of nations, and this year London is 
providing a new and rather unexpected entertainment for 
its visitors to fill in the time between their arrival and the 
kick-off. ‘The National Gallery is to be opened at 8 a.m. 
especially for their benefit. Mr. Kenneth Clark’s gesture 
is as unconventional as imaginative, and it will be interesting 
to see what advantage is taken of it.

A WINE BY ANY OTHER NAME 
A PRETTY problem is presented by the attempt which 
is being made by French wine-growers to establish a 
monopoly of the descriptive names which were originally 
given to French wines in this country. At present only 
one generic name is forbidden here by law. No wine 
may be labelled as “ port,’’ with whatever qualifying 
descriptions, unless it is the produce of Portuguese vine- 
yards. With regard to the other ““‘general ’’ wine names, 
such as claret and burgundy, sauterne and chablis, Empire 
producers maintain that they have long ago lost any terri- 
torial significance they ever had—and that as the Empire 
wine industry has been largely built up on a system which 
involves the use of such names, as Australian chablis and 
South African hock, it would be a great injustice to forbid 
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them now. Certainly “ claret,’ which originally meant a 
pink or rosy wine, is as good English as ‘“ sack,’ which 
meant a dry wine, or as “ tent”’ (the Spanish vino tinto), 
which meant a dark one. ‘The wine-drinking public by 
no means consists entirely of connoisseurs, and large 
numbers of the public are aware only of a few “types ” 
of wine which they call “‘ port ” or “ sherry ”’ or “ claret ” 
or ““ burgundy,” and such terms as “‘ South African sherry ”’ 
for a fortified white wine resembling the wines which are 
supposed to come from Jerez are therefore a great conveni- 
ence to the wine trade. But the public can be educated, 
and there is no reason why they should not be taught to 
order a Highercombe, or a Constantia, or a Paarl Amber, 
just as they now order a Pommard or an Amontillado. 
{ he only trouble is that we expect a wine with a distinctive 
name to have a character and distinction of its own, a fact 
which Empire producers do not always remember. 


VETERAN CHARGERS 
“THE International Horse Show Committee have been 
well inspired in their invitation to owners of horses 
who served through the War to show them at Olympia. 
General Seely (now Lord Mottistone) is to show his famous 
bay thoroughbred Warrior, who still carries him occasionally 
over the downs of the Isle of Wight. Colonel Laurie 
of Scotland Yard will show the celebrated police horse 
Quicksilver, who has perhaps the most distinguished record 
of all. Quicksilver was wounded at the Battle of the Somme, 
lived through the perilous days of the Ypres salient, and 
finally entered Germany with the Second Army. Another 
charger who went through the Allenby campaigns is 
being brought by Mrs. Geoffrey Brooke from Cairo, where 
there are still many chargers and troopers which were 
purchased by the Egyptians at the end of the War. It 
seems a pity that something in the nature of a contest should 
not be provided for them at Olympia, but perhaps one is 
already contemplated. 


WATERLOO BRIDGE 
HE MINISTER OF TRANSPORT, in his reply to 
Mr. Morrison, has made it plain that the London 
County Council’s proposal to re-build Waterloo Bridge 
has no support from the Government. It is less than two 
years ago since the House of Commons rejected the scheme, 
and the Government is not now prepared “to take any 
steps with a view to urging Parliament to alter a decision 
so recently arrived at.’ It will, of course, be objected by 
those in favour of a new bridge that the decision was due 
to motives of economy and that the financial outlook is 
very different to-day from what it was in 1932. But 
economy was only one of the considerations involved. 
‘The important factors remain unaltered. First and fore- 
most of these is the traffic question. Waterloo Bridge 
can never be a main carrier; four lines of traffic are the 
most that it can take without gorging still further the con- 
gested Strand. As Sir Leslie Scott and others have urged 
in the Times, the whole problem of the Waterloo-Charing 
Cross complex should be reconsidered without delay and 
a comprehensive plan, including a new Charing Cross road 
bridge, worked out now. ‘The plan could be carried out 
by stages, of which the reconstruction of Waterloo Bridge 
should be the first. The announcement issued by the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners that they intend to redevelop 
their property south of the river, if the plan is held up any 
longer, shows that the opportunity must be taken now or 
never. 


“CHILDREN THROUGHOUT THE AGES” 
TT HE delightful exhibition opened last week at Chesterfield 
House has an ambitious title. ‘‘ Throughout the 
Ages’ implies a beginning somewhere, and actually it 
begins at Ur rather more than five thousand years ago. 
We start with the clay tops and rattles, the toy chariots 
and horsemen that children once played with by the 
Euphrates, and we end in the nursery of our own Royal 
family. As the ages go by, one is inclined to ask with 
Alice : “‘ I wonder if all the things move along with us ” ; 
but gradually the pace begins to slacken, and after looking 
at Queen Elizabeth’s christening robe, at horn books and 
samplers, we find ourselves with plenty of time to recover 
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our breath in the spacious days of Queen Victoria. Here 
are a whole host of enchanting things, many of them the 
friends of our own childhood, at which we can look back 
with wistful affection or even envy. Who would not covet 
the mechanical landscape in which a windmill goes round, 
a train chuffs its way and a ship tosses on a stormy sea, all 
to the accompaniment of hidden music? Of the charming 
series of children’s portraits in the exhibition an account 
will be given in an article to be published in a subsequ nt 
issue.

ONTEMPORARY classica! 
architecture (classical in the 
narrow sense) is a thing of 
rather dubious ancestry. This 
is not offered as a reproach, 
but one feels that to-day the style is in 
the odd position of not knowing whether 
it ought to live down its immediate past 
or live up to it ; often it tries to do both 
at the same time. The strange and 
possibly shameful truth is that it is 
descended directly (which is not saying 
legitimately) from that vlderly bugbear, 
the Gothic Revival. Up till quite lately 
it retained all sorts of characteristics 
which betrayed this descent, conspicuous 
among them an inbred acknowledgment 
of English vernacular architecture as the 
fount of wisdom ; not medizval vernacu- 
lar, of course, but that of Wren’s day, 
with its free handling of columns and 
pediments, its pleasant compromises with 
hips and gables, and unaffected accept- 
ance of common materials. In Sir Edwin 
Lutyens’s works, even the most serious 
and monumental of them, it is possible 
to recognise this relationship with the 
cult of the vernacular and thus, remotely, 
with the credo of the later Gothic Revival. 
Other architects, who have moved farther 
away from’ the origins of modern classi- 
cism, have done so either because of 
some personal foreign preference (Sir 
Reginald Blomfield for the French 
eighteenth century; the late E. A. 
Rickards for Viennese Baroque) or to 
come into line with the Neo-Grec 
movement which started before the War. 
Among the younger classicists American 
influence has been busy. 
Almost all classical work being built

like Elmes and Dobson. It is worth while trying to make 
it clear where Mr. Harris stands in this matter, because he 
has before him one of the most portentous problems with 
which any architect of our time has been faced, the vast 
block of Government offices proposed for Whitehall. As 
soon as his preliminary design for this was published it 
was christened the Whitehall Monster. That was a criticism, 
not of the design, but of the problem, and perhaps it was 
a just criticism. But if we must have a classical building of 
that immensity on that site there is no architect to whom one 
would trust the problem more willingly than Mr. Harris. For 
Whitehall, thanks to Palmerston’s truculent handling of Sir 
Gilbert Scott, is committed to classicism, and although most of 
it, Heaven knows, is pretty poor stuff, the street certainly has a 
coherence which could only gain by the addition of a really able 
building on the site in question. 

Mr. Harris’s experience of monumental practice is prodigious. 
On these pages are illustrated only three of his buildings, all very 
recent examples and all competition winners. All three are big

Liverpool. The stone used for the exterior is from Darley Dale. 

The central part of the building is occupied by a large, 
elliptical concert hall covered with a dome sufficiently flat to 
avoid acoustical complications. At one end are gold and ver- 
milion organ grilles between Corinthian columns, and below 
these is the “ entrance of honour,”’ with lions carved in Hopton 
Wood stone by Mr. John Hodge. The walls of the hall are covered 
with honey-coloured acoustic tiles to resemble masonry; the 
upholstery and carpets are beige, and the woodwork is brown 
walnut. 

A very striking feature is the entrance lobby of three domed 
compartments, richly decorated with painted arabesques by 
Mr. George Kruger Gray. The walls here are lined with Hopton 
Wood stone, and the gallery, seen on the left in the illustration, 
is of Ashburton marble. Both Hopton Wood and Ashburton, 
as well as the Darley Dale stone used for the exterior, are 
materials quarried within a relatively short distance of Sheffield. 
The semicircular end of the building, with its picturesque

arrangement of square piers, and rusticated wall-filling between 
them, contains the small Memorial Hall, intended principally 
for chamber music and lectures. There are three smaller halls 
in the basement, reminding us that the contemporary ‘‘ town hall ” 
is not one hall but many: a complex of assembly rooms to serve 
the townspeople for all sorts of purposes, from hearing symphonies 
to presenting testimonials. 

What one admires about so much of Mr. Harris’s work, and 
Sheffield City Hall in particular, is the supremely tactfui 
interpretation of classical material. Bad interpretation, in 
architecture 
as in music, is 
usually the 
result of 
trying to 
“bring out 
the theme ”’ ; 
in music a 
sentimental 
rubato, in 
architecture a 
tendency to 
gather need- 
less emphasis 
upon axial 
points. How 
few architects 
would have 
‘esisted the

One cannot say the same of the main fagade of the City Hall 
at Leeds, which is made up of a great many parts, cleverly, but 
not, on the whole, so happily, related. It is very much of a 
“set piece’ and the most romantic thing Mr. Harris has yet 
designed. The influence of recent work by Sir Edwin Lutyens 
is plainly discernible, particularly in the towers and the little 
pedimented pavilions with niches, which jut out at roof level. 
The towers are very skilful essays in void and solid, but, for some 
reason, one cannot help feeling that one of these towers, rightly 
placed (not necessarily in the centre), would have been enough ; 
but perhaps 
that is only 
because we 
are not used 
to seeing this 
type of tower 
in pairs. 

The plan 
of the City 
Hall is a satis- 
factory solu- 
tion of an 
unusually 
awkward 
problem. The 
building 
‘stands in the 
angle of two 
diverging 
streets, on a 
wedge-shaped 
site. It fol- 
lows the line 
of both 
streets and 
embraces a 
courtyard 
behind. A 
most adroit 
change of 
axis (which 
cannot well 

be explained 
without the 
drawings) is 
responsible 
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for a logical and natural disposition of the accommodation. 

The exterior is of Portland stone with a roof of Westmorland 
slates. The surroundings are grimy and in every way unpre- 
possessing, and, although a long strip of grass on the main axis 
does diminish the effect of isolation, the irregularity of everything 
else is not conducive to the sort of harmony with its surroundings 
which a classical building, more than any other, demands. 

The interior contains some interesting work. As at Sheffield, 
the entrance hall is lined with Hopton Wood stone, and there are 
malachite green scagliola columns. Above this, on the first floor, 
is the Reception Hall, goft. long, with a fine barrel-vaulted ceiling. 
The Council Chamber, panelled to the height of the doors with 
English walnut, has an effective frieze of the same material, with 
heraldic roundels in colour. The seating is in an elliptical well 
of walnut panelling, and over it is a great elliptical candelabrum 
studded with electric bulbs. The joinery is pleasant, both here 
and in the Large Committee Room, which we illustrate. 

The most recent of all Mr. Harris’s buildings is the great 
circular library at Manchester, which is to be opened during the 
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summer. Technically, its chief interest is in the fact of its being 
the first library in this country to adopt the principle of placing 
the reading room over the book store instead of on the same level. 
The reading-room rivals that at the British Museum in size, but 
has more architecture about it; whether this is an advantage 
from the reader’s point ot view may be doubted, but the ring of 
Doric columns is certainly very fine to look at. 

Externally, the circular shape defeats the difficulties, always 
so acute in an English industrial town, of establishing satisfactory 
relationships with adjoining buildings ; and the Corinthian portico, 
5oft. high, is as imposing as anything of the kind in Manchesicr, 
which is saying a good deal. 

With these three buildings by Mr. Harris in mind, one fe |s 
that, however depressing the Whitehall Monster may appear at 
first encounter, here is an architect who can be trusted not to :.n 
away from the beast till he has tamed it. Whether his des n 
will tend towards the dry, well adjusted scholarship of Sheffi. .d 
or the more wayward romanticism of Leeds remains to 
seen.

ANDREW 


By BERNARD DARWIN 


HE news of poor old Andrew Kirkaldy’s death arrived 

last week almost as CoUNTRY LIFE was going to press, 

and so I have had to wait a week before trying to say 

something about him. It is a task to which I feel 

unequal, since it is one for a Scotsman rather than for 
a mere sojourner from the south, however devoted to St. 
Andrews. Still, I must do my best for the memory of one 
who was not only a great golfer and a great figure, but had the 
gift, despite a rather fierce and alarming way with him, of making 
everybody fond of him. 

My mind goes back to the days of the first edition of the 
Badminton Library, when, in romantic boyhood, I used to read 
and re-read Mr. Everard’s chapter on ‘“‘ Some Celebrated 
Golfers’ and wonder when it would be my privilege to gaze 
on some of these great men. I can almost quote from memory 
the words that used to thrill me: “ We may fitly conclude our 
notice of professional golfers by a reference to the Kirkaldys 
of St. Andrews (Andrew, John and Hugh), all very powerful 
players, and more particularly does this remark apply to the 
eldest, Andrew, whose driving is a treat to see.” If only, I 
thought, I could see it! It is odd, by the way, to find Mr. 
Everard saying (although Andrew had been second in the 
championship in 1879) that he “ had never played in any big 
match,” but there was a foot-note to add that he had since tied 
for the Open Championship with W. Park, jun. Moreover, 
though he lost that tie, he played and won a very big match 
soon afterwards for he met Willie Park over four greens, 
Musselburgh, Prestwick, Troon and St. Andrews, and beat him 
by eight up and seven to play. 

I suppose that was the biggest match he ever did play, 
but one which must have given him perhaps even more satis- 
faction was that in which he beat Taylor in 1895 over St. 
Andrews by a single hole. He had an account to wipe off, 
because “ J. H.,” as a quite unknown young man, getting his 
baptism of fire, had, a year or two before, beaten him in a home 
and home match over Burnham and Winchester. Moreover, 
this same intrusive young person had been, in 1894, the first 
English professional to win the Open Championship. So 
Andrew must have felt his own honour and that of Scotland at 
stake, and when the winning putt went down on the last green 
I am sure he did not conceal his feelings. Oddly enough, when 
the Oxford and Cambridge Golfing Society were playing the 
Scottish Universities’ Society at Gullane on April 14th, Mr. 
Crawford, in a little speech after luncheon, told us a story of 
that very match. Andrew had described to him his feelings 
as he faced that last putt. I will translate into English: “ First 
of all when I looked at it,” he said, “‘ the hole looked as big as a 
—— tub. Then it began to look smaller. So I putted as 
quick as I could, and in it went.” It was a great match, and 
Andrew’s approach to the Road Hole was an historic one, and 
it is pleasant to think that the two antagonists were firm friends 
ever afterwards. When the championship was at St. Andrews 
I always enjoyed seeing “‘ J. H.” going up to have a talk to 
Andrew where he sat by the home green, and Andrew clearly 
had the profoundest respect and affection for his old enemy. 

I remember very well the first time I saw Andrew, but the 
exact year escapes me; it must have been some time in the 
early ‘nineties. Andrew had taken for a short while a job as 
professional at Royston, and I went over from Cambridge with 
my father and two friends for a game there. No club-house 
then existed, and Andrew had only a little tin shed by the first 
teeing ground. It was a bitterly cold day, and the wind whistled 


across the expanse of heath, which looked as bleak and bare 3 
need be, and there were no other golfers of any kind on t : 
course. Andrew came, lowering and grumbling, out of | ; 
tin shed, and one of our party—-a Scotsman who had met hi 1 
at St. Andrews—asked him how he was getting on. His for: 1 
of words I forget ; indeed, I doubt if I could understand th : 
broad Doric of his speech; but I was left in no doubt at a| 
as to his general views on Royston. They were far from con 
plimentary, and in the circumstances I was not surprised. 

I have confessed that I could not grasp in detail wha: 
Andrew said, and, though I have often been to Fife since, I never 
wholly overcame that difficulty. The Fife accent is not eas\ 
for strangers, and he had it in the richest perfection. Moreover, 
he growled, as it were, from the pit of his stomach, and would 
rather confuse his interlocutor than otherwise by fierce nods 
and emphatic seizings of his arm. I am afraid I had sometimes 
to pretend to understand, and as a matter of policy I always 
made haste to agree, but it was often only the general drift of his 
observations I could catch. About that there was seldom much 
doubt; he did not deal in half-hearted comments, and was 
exceedingly trenchant. 

It was this trenchancy rather than any great wit that made 
his remarks so notable. I do not think he meant to be amusing ; 
he meant to say exactly what he thought, and was often in the 
deadliest earnest. In his match against Andrew Scott he holed 
his putt to be two up at the Corner of the Dyke, and shouted 
aloud as he rushed to the next tee: ‘The door’s locked now.” 
That was not a joke; it was a fine hostile proclamation of the 
agreeable fact that he was dormy and he wanted to be quite 
sure that his enemy would appreciate it. He never had a notion 
of gilding any pill, and was resolute to administer it in all its 
natural bitterness. That he could do this all his life and yet 
have so many friends and so few enemies was a great testimony 
to the rough but genuine kindliness at the bottom of him. 

As he grew older Andrew mellowed and softened, and when 
he sat on a sunshiny day on his hard wooden chair by the steps 
he presented a picture of placid and comparatively benignant 
dignity. Dignified he always was, even when he found it terribly 
hard work to stoop in order to tee the new Captain’s ball, and 
even harder to get up again. To see him go to the flag at the 
Home hole was always an inspiring sight, and I cannot help 
thinking it was a little hard that he should have been robbed, at 
the last Open Championship, of this small pleasure. Someone 
played a shot (from more than twenty yards away) and the ball 
would have hit the pin and saved the player a stroke, perhaps 
if Andrew had not been at what he conceived his post of duty. 
There were, I fancy, some protests, and it was suggested tc 
Andrew that he should leave the players to send forward theii 
own caddies when they wanted to do so. So for the rest of 
that championship Andrew sat, a little glumly perhaps, on his 
chair, and the last hole lost something of its picturesqueness. Ii 
only we could see him back again at his post in the Walker Cup! 

So far as I can remember I never saw him play in any 0! 
his really big matches. I watched him and Ben Sayers play 
a match over Walton Heath, but that was when both were ir 
the sere arid yellow stage, and the match was a little in the natur¢ 
of an entertainment. I am glad to say, however, that I hac 
watched him play, when almost at his best, in ordinary games 
round St. Andrews, and the impression is still vivid. If ever 
there was a golfer who hit the ball crisply it was Andrew. He 
“sat down” to the ball rather noticeably, swung very quickly 
and rather short, and hit the ball with the click of a shutting 
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knife. In photographs his club at the top of the swing appears 
to reach the horizontal, and the camera cannot lie, I suppose ; 
but to the eye he did not seem to swing so far. He was, as I 
:-collect him, particularly skilful in using a wind from the left, 
.d he had a push shot with an iron against the wind that 
emed to send the ball boring right through it. He was a free 
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and beautiful putter, and was equally at home with a wooden 
putter or a cleek. He was a great golfer, a great match player, 
and almost the last of a swiftly vanishing generation. Golf has 
changed, the professional golfer has changed with it, and it is 
idle to deny that he has changed for the better; but we can 
ill spare Andrew. 


AT THE THEATRE 


BIRMINGHAM TELLS THE WORLD 


OW rare and admirable is a play competently made 
and presented, like “‘ Counsellor-at-Law” at the 
Piccadilly Theatre! Such a thing accomplished 
brings its own order of satisfaction—not the approba- 
a tion of the higher zsthetic judgment which is called 
a by the masterpiece of art, but rather the gratification with which 
ne views a triumph of craft. The counsellor-at-law’s office 
‘as nearly as efficient as Mr. Elmer Rice’s play which happened 
n it. Simon was a Jewish barrister who had struggled long 
nd hard ; he had handled more front-page cases than any other 
awyer in New York. He was now at the top of the legal tree. 
3ut tops of trees offer more exhilaration than security. Simon 
iad a wife who was smart but not very fond, and a mother 
who was fond but not very smart; he loved them both. He 
also had a secretary who was very smart and very fond. Conceal- 
ment fed on her damask cheek, and we were asked to believe 
that Simon knew nothing about her adoration, even when once 
or twice the damask was suddenly drenched in fertile tears. 
However, this happened seldom. Regina was normally the 
most controlled, cute, and capable of lady-secretaries, a paragon 
of organisation, a devil for work, and a devil for seeing that her 
employer did his. More graces than airs, no vanity nor any 
bag to keep it in, no bullying and no disdain, no prompt 
requests for increase at the barest possibility of more to be done, 
nor preposterous promptitude in covering the typewriter on the 
stroke of six—I have never seen anything in this line so covetable 
as Simon’s secretary! If she had really used her wits—but 
then, of course, lovesick people never do—this Regina could have 
rapidly created as much havoc in the Simon household as did 
her namesake in that of Mrs. Alving. For Mrs. Simon often 
paid a call on her husband in his office, and Regina often had 
to placate the lady’s impatience at being kept waiting a few 
seconds in the same ante-chamber wherein humbler callers 
had to attend almost the length of the play. Mrs. Simon on 
such occasions was icily sweet with Regina, the while Regina 
masked her loathing under perfect politeness. More good 
stage-writing here. Mrs. Simon 
had hankerings after a trip to 
Europe, ostensibly for the sake 
of her husband who needed 
a change. Also the Simons 
were very friendly with a 
gentleman who was very kind 
to their children and who, 
curiously enough, was also keen 
on a trip to Europe. Do you, 
in Sir Toby’s phrase, smell a 
device? You are expected to 
answer with Sir Andrew :—‘“ I 
have’t in my nose too!” 
Now Simon had an enemy, 
Francis Clark Baird, a barrister 
whom he had too often opposed 
and defeated in the Courts. 
Simon also had made one mis- 
take quite early in his career. 
Eighteen years ago he had 
connived at faking an alibi for 
one of his first clients. Baird 
had got to know of this and the 
sword now hung perilously, so 
perilously that a trip to Europe 
became an impossibility. Baird 
would, as sure as shot, give 
Simon away, and the only 
possible prospect was! what 
the Americans call disbarment. 
I should say, parenthetically, 
that the piece is very, very 
American and that it is there- 
fore rather difficult to be 
particularly English in a de- 
scription of its imbroglio. 
Baird, then, had got a hunch 
—hideous phrase !—about the

blot on Simon’s career. But Regina’s hunch was less definite ; 
she merely knew that something was the matter, that all these 
conferences with old associates, sleuths, agents and what not, 
boded bother of some vague sort. At last she screwed up the 
nervous courage to ask Simon what the matter was, and was 
promptly told to mind her own qualified business. This 
occasioned the first loss of control in her excellency. Things 
got blacker and blacker for Simon. His wife argued that 
there was no reason why she should not be out of the way at 
Dinard or La Baule, even if disbarment should impend for 
Simon. She would, in fact, travel alone. Simon like a 
fond husband said sure, that would be O.K., honey, and 
his honey proceeded to pack. Regina, thereupon, became 
more and more solicitous and stayed on at the office of an evening 
as if she had no home to go to, while clerks and office-boys 
and telephone-operators practised baseball, went to the movies, 
or did whatever New York staffs do with their nights. Simon 
hereabouts stated that his principal grief would be in facing 
the guys who had all along thought him to be “the cat’s 
whiskers’! Then suddenly the sky brightened. A sleuth 
discovered a damning fact about the enemy: he was wont to 
pay visits to a little widow in Babbitland. Proof positive was 
in the sleuth’s pocket in the shape of letters which had been 
burgled ; the situation was saved ; one misdemeanour perfectly 
balanced the other, or so we were asked to agree. In a scene 
which, with the audacity of extreme adroitness, Mr. Rice allowed 
to take place off stage, the enemies had an encounter and at 
once disarmed each other with gentlemanly dispatch. The air 
was cleared, and Simon could after all go to Europe. But 
did Mrs. Simon want his company at this last moment? And 
could it be true that the kind gentleman was devoted to mother 
as well as children? ‘“* The hell!” roared Simon and rushed 
to the telephone which resolved these dreadful doubts. Simon, 
plunged again into despair, next became suicidal but was dis- 
suaded from jumping out of the window of his skyscraping office, 
temporarily by Regina, and permanently by the timely arrival of a 
new brief, another millionaire’s 
son having made a fool of him- 
self and desiring extrication. So 
Simon’s wife sailed with her 
lover, Simon’s secretary got 
busy about his new case, every- 
thing was rosy and right and 
proper, and the play was over. 

It is all very slickly contrived, 
and it is exceedingly well acted 
by a company of Sir Barry 
Jackson’s players from Birming- 
ham. The outstanding perfor- 
mance comes from Mr. Hugh 
Miller who makes Simon a 
brilliantly varied and delightful 
person. Miss Elspeth Duxbury 
as the secretary is as capital as I 
have indicated, and Mr. Des- 
mond Davis, as a clerk with 
crinkly hair who is hopelessly 
enamoured, amusingly halloos 
her name to the reverberate 
skyscrapers. Miss Edie Martin 
offers a touching study of 
maternal solicitude, Mr. Charles 
Victor as the sleuth isa diver- 
ting mixture of phlegm and 
astuteness, and Miss Netta 
Westcott, the wife, is at once 
hard, sweet, and cold, like ice- 
cream that has been too long in 
its freezer. Nearly everyone else 
is as good and as convincingly 
American as we in London 
reasonably want, and the pro- 
duction by Mr. Herbert Pren- 
tice is distinguished.

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CANADA AND WILD LIFE CONSERVATION 


- OD made this 
region for all the 
people and all the 


world to see and enjoy for 
ever. It is impossible that 
any individual should think 
that he could own any of 
this country for his own 
and in fee. Let us make a 
public park of it and set it 
aside : never to be 
changed, but kept sacred 
just as it is now.” Thus 
spake Cornelius Hedges, 
the Montana lawyer. His 
words gave birth to the 
philosophy underlying the 
idea of national parks, and 
resulted in the formation 
of the Yellowstone National 
Park. Six years later 
Canada set aside a little 
mountain wilderness in 
Alberta as the first of her 
national parks, and idealists 
were made happy. 

Other areas were re- 
served as national parks at 
intervals, and by 1900 both 
Canada and the United 
States had reserved thou- 
sands of square miles for 
the enjoyment of genera- 
tions unborn. Unfortu- 
nately, the existing genera- 
tions made little use of the 
treasures at their disposal, 
even though trails had been 
blazed to facilitate travel. 
Hunters and trappers 
abused the parks ; although 
the wild lite of such areas 
was nominally protected, 
means of enforcing the law 
were, lacking. So hunters 
followed the trails joyfully, 
and the Rocky Mountain

sheep and goats were almost 
exterminated. The parks 
were defeating one end 
for which they had been 
created—that of protecting 
native species. Committees 
met and talked—and talked. 
Suddenly a realisation of 
the true state of affair 
entered the skulls of states 
men, and a vast conserva- 
tion movement started i: 
Canada and the Unite 
States during 191Ic. 

Canada soon began t: 
lead the entire world i: 
wild life conservation. <A 
special bureau—the 
National Parks Branch oi 
the Department of the 
Interior—was created, with 
Mr. J. B. Harkin as Com- 
missioner. Stringent con- 
servation laws for the parks 
were made and, more to the 
point, a complete system 
of patrols and inspections 
were progressively estab- 
lished, with surprisingly 
successful results. Within 
two years the wild life 
began to come back, and 
its original numbers have 
been gradually restored. 

Excellent roadways were 
built to the chief scenic 
glories of the parks, pony 
trails were blazed to the 
more inaccessible regions ; 
extensive surveys were 
made, elaborate methods of 
game and fire vigilance were 
installed, town and camp 
sites were laid out—every- 
thing was ready, but the 
visitors were conspicuous 
by their absence. 
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Harkin organised a Parks Publicity 
Dep:rtment, and his countrymen awoke 
to the fact that they owned several im- 
mensc playgrounds in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and they hastened westward at 
yacaion time. Three thousand people. 
visit: 1 the park at Banff in 1887: over 
600..00 people visit the parks annually in 
thes. days, nor are they all Canadians, 
The otal area of the Canadian parks was 
vailes in -1887—to-day it exceeds 
12,.

individuals in sanctuaries and parks—all 
failed, because the Pronghorn mopes and 
dies if he senses captivity. They could 
not successfully be taken to a park, so 
the Parks Branch took a park to the 
nimals. A wire fence was built round 
an area of eight and a half square miles 
in which thirty antelope lived: the area 
Secame known as Nemiskam National 
Park, Experts prophesied failure—it was 
\ strange failure, for the herd now 
numbers 450 animals. 

The Canadian wapiti, once almost as 
‘bundant as the bison, was nearly wiped 
jut, and there were less than 200 speci- 
nens in the parks in 1919. ‘The Branch 
.cted, and to-day more than 8,000 wapiti 
reside in the parks. Rocky Mountain 
sheep and goats and black bears were

the national parks contain no fewer 
than 27,000 Rocky Mountain sheep—

there are over 2,000 individuals in the parks. 
for his share in this success. 

The value of the national parks as breeding grounds for re-stocking areas con- 
tiguous to the parks is enormous, for, even as there is no barrier to prevent animals 
from entering the parks, neither is there anything to debar their free exit. This 
applies equally to predator and non-predator, for the policy of the Parks Branch is to 
interfere as little as possible with the laws of Nature. The predator may enter at will 
to control the balance of life— his natural enemies will control him. Only when 
harm on a vast scale may follow, as in the case of mangy coyotes transferring their 
sickness, does man attempt to assist Nature. Hunting and trapping in the parks is 
rigidly prohibited, and it is a very serious offence to be found possessing a loaded or 
unsealed weapon. 

Being unhunted, the parks animals rapidly lose their mistrust of man, and they 
wander into the town sites at all hours. Huge bears rummage in the garbage tins, 
wapiti graze on the golf links ignoring all shouts of “‘ Fore!” and deer dine 
daintily on the householders’ pet pansies. The animals are extremely friendly, 
and every visitor falls in love with them. Thus the tourists return to their own 
provinces and districts with firm ideas on conservation, all very anxious that the 
native species shall be saved from extinction. This is one reason why the Govern- 
ments of the provinces are zealous in passing strict game laws by which the native 
species shall be maintained. 

The International Conference recently drafted out ways and means of pro- 
tecting the fauna and flora of Africa: Canada has been practising those ways and 
means—every one of them—for twenty years. She led the world in wild life con- 
servation: she still leads, proud of her position. HARPER Cory.

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MODERN APPLICATION OF ELECTRICITY TO 
HOT-BEDS AND GREENHOUSES 


URING recent years Zz 
a great deal of atten- : 
tion has been directed 
to the use of electrical 
energy in various 
forms, in order to supplement 
and accelerate the functions of 
nature in the propagation of 
plant life, especially of vege- 
tables. The stimulus has been 
due, on the one hand, to in- 
creased demand for all-the- 
year-round salads, etc., in north- 
ern climes owing to change of 
dietetic tastes; on the other 
hand, to the cheapening of 
electrical power, and the in- 
creasing cost of manure and of 
the labour in applying it. An 
additional stimulus has recently 
been provided in this country 
by the imposition of import 
duties on foreign produce, to 
the encouragement of market 
gardeners. 

The applications of elec- 
tricity to the propagation of 
plant growth are direct and indirect, but for the purpose of this 
article it is proposed only to deal with the indirect applications, 
which are those that have been put on a practical basis. 'These 
involve the use of electrical energy in three different forms, 
namely, heating, lighting and ventilation. While all of these are 
equally applicable to private and commercial purposes, the latter 
are of greater importance, and the installations to be described 
relate chiefly to them. 

Electrical heating has been adapted for horticultural purposes 
in two ways: for heating the soil of hot-beds, and for warming 
the air of greenhouses. It is practically common knowledge 
now that where a given electric current is passed through a 
wire or other conductor, it generates more or less heat according 
to the section of the conductor. By suitably dimensioning the 
latter, any degree of temperature may be obtained from gentle 
warmth to bright radiant heat (as in electric fires) or to white 
heat (as in electric lamps). 

Of these two methods soil heating is by far the most important, 
having been reduced to a fairly precise science. For the purpose 
of providing bottom heat, a form of conductor is employed known 
as ‘‘ soil-heating cable,’ which is supplied for commencing pur- 
poses in standard lengths of 150ft. with a loading of 700 watts for 
the usual voltage of 230 volts. It generally consists of a resistance 
wire, insulated with heat-resisting material and lead covered to 
protect it from moisture and mechanical damage. In order to 
ensure good heat conservation a layer of clinker, breeze, coke or 
similar porous material is first of all placed in the ground to a 
depth up to 12ins., as well as round the frame up to the ground 
surface. This not only prevents considerable loss of heat to 
the ground, but permits of drainage. 

A layer of sand is then spread on the surface of the porous 
material inside the frame, to a depth of from rin. to 3ins. The 
cable is then laid on and buried in this sand, starting from the 
position in the light where it is to be connected to the main switch, 
and running backwards and forwards uniformly over the surface, 
the end being brought back to the switch. The object of the 
sand is to provide a more efficient distribution of heat than if the 
cable were laid directly in the soil. Generally wire netting is 
laid over the cable for mechanical protection when digging. The 
soil is now filled 
in to a depth of 
from 7ins. to 
gins., and the bed 
is complete. 
The usual dis- 
tance between the 
runs of cable is 
from 4ins. to 
gins., or even 
I2ins.; but 6ins. 
will generally be 
found quite satis- 
factory under 
usual conditions. 
It is recom- 
mended, however, 
to space the cable 
more closely at 
the sides of the 
bed, in order to 
neutralise any 
possible loss of 
heat at tnese 
points into the

An impo. ant 
advantage of electrically he «ed 
hot-beds compared with bo om 
heat provided by manur is 
that of control. Forcomme jal 
hot-beds the manually oper ed 
switch must be ruled out 0. ng 
to the need of supervision, nd 
control is effected by one of ‘wo 
appliances—the time-switcl or 
the thermostat. 'Time-swit« es 
are clock devices which can be 
set to actuate the switch at 
predetermined times, and ¢ ey 
are useful where a definite programme is followed, such as 
night-heating only. On the other hand, the thermostat cont: ls 
the temperature at all times by switching the current off :ad 
on, as the temperature exceeds or falls below small prede‘-r- 
mined limits respectively. Thermostats are recommended even 
where time-switches are used for night heating only, to pro- 
vide against overheating in mild weather, and to give greater 
latitude in loading. 

The actual loading required for an installation depends on 
several factors, such as situation, nature of the soil, climate, etc., 
as well as the running hours per day. ‘The watts consumed on 
the average per square foot may vary from 14 for eight hours 
running down to 4.5 for twenty-four hours. A satisfactory loading 
for nursery hot-beds has been found to vary between 7 to 10 watts 
per square foot. As concrete examples, three 6ft. by 4ft. com- 
mercial lights equipped with a standard 15o0ft. cable with a loading 
of 700 watts have a loading of 10 watts per square foot, while 
if tne cable is only 1ooft. long it has a loading of 490 watts, giving 
7 watts per square foot. ; 

As regards costs, there are more factors than for loading, 
an important extra one being the price of electricity. But experi- 
ence with salad beds has shown that early spring lettuces can be 
grown satisfactorily for a consumption of 1 unit per head. Other 
concrete cases, expressed in terms of annual consumption of 
electricity per light, show an average of about 12 units per week. 
The conclusion is arrived at that where electricity costs no more 
than 1d. per unit (and it can be obtained for considerably less in 
some districts), the electrically heated hot-bed is economically 
superior to the manure bed. This is quite apart trom other 
considerations, such as cleanliness, control, and absence of 
fumes. ; 

A few words may be added about the use of soil-heating 
cables in greenhouses for supplementary heat. In this case, heat 
insulation is not economical, owing to the large areas involved, 
and the cables are laid directly in the soil. An interesting example 
of this application is shown in one of the accompanying illustra- 
tions, where four rows ot cable, laid 4ins. apart and 8ins. deep, 
raised the soil temperature to 74° Fahr., the unheated soil being 
only 52° Fahr. Two rows of tomato plants were bedded in

HEATING ON GROWTH 


IN A LARGE 
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and practical installation is afforded by 
employing so-called ‘‘ tubular heaters.’ 
‘Lnese consist of heating elements enclosed 
in steel tubes, which may be fastened 
under benches or in other convenient 
positions by means of fixing brackets. 
When combined with a thermostat, the 
temperature control is quite automatic 
within close predetermined limits. 

Of course, conditions vary enormously, 
so that hard and fast data cannot be given 
without full information. But an example 
of a rough typical loading for a green- 
house soft. by 1oft. by oft. is 9 units on 
a basis of a difference of 20° Fahr. 
between inside and outside temperatures, 
or half of this if protection from frost 
only is required. A concrete example is 
afforded by a small lean-to house

INTENSIVE ILLUMINATION 


The activity of plant growth, like 
that of the functions of fowls and bees, 
can be stimulated by artificial illumina- 
tion, and experiments in this direction 
have been made with many kinds of 
light and radiations. These have shown 
that the most practical form is intensive 
illumination by means of gas-filled 
electric lamps, if used in reflectors 
designed to give as uniform a distribu- 
tion of illumination as possible. Indeed, 
the process of plant stimulation by this 
means has been reduced to a more or 
less exact technique. The lamps are 
spaced out at a predetermined distance 
apart and height, according to the results 
required and the nature of the plants. ,

Another use for this treatment is 
after the transplantation of seedlings. 
Their tendency to wilt during the first 
night especially can be prevented by 
intensive illumination, so that they pre- 
sent a strong and healthy appearance 
the next day. Figures of capital and 
running costs are difficult to provide for 
these applications of electricity, because 
a greenhouse may be used for so many 
different plants, all necessitating different 
intensities of illumination and time of 
treatment. But the costs are not high 
in relation to the increased turnover and 
profit made from a well designed and 
intelligently run installation. 


VENTILATION 

It has been established that, while 
stagnation of the air in greenhouses 
promotes the formation of mould, rust, 
fungi and other pests on the plants, 
movement of the air is an effective 
counteraction to these parasites. The 
electric fan offers the obvious and most 
economical means for keeping the air in 
circulation, and its initial cost and current 
consumption soon pay for themselves by 
the saving of labour and plants. It is 
also claimed that pollination is increased 
by the movement of the air, thereby 
tending to a larger crop of healthy blooms. 
A small electrically driven fan is seen on 
the right under the bench of the green- 
house in one of the illustrations ; but in 
large commercial greenhouses the best 
practice is to install an electrically driven 
blower, with a system of metal air- 
distributing ducts having outlets at 
various points. 

In conclusion, readers who are 
interested in electrically heated hot-beds 
can obtain useful information from the 
Institute for Research in Agricultural 
Engineering, Oxford University. The 
writer is indebted to them for some of 
the figures quoted, as well as to Mr.

HE automatic glossy way of beginning this article 
would be something like this: It is not often, in these 
times, that we find a house of the size of Buxted 
being not only bought but filled with such a choice 
collection of furniture as Mr. and Mrs. Ionides are 

so fortunate as to be able to put in it. 
That would be “all wery well,” as my esteemed colleague 
might say, but it would not be entirely true. Not that Buxted’s

Indeed, they seem to have been 
in demand because people pos- 
sessed or wished to acquire 
beautiful things to put in them. 
The price at which such large 
houses change hands may not 
be as high as it has been. But 
the point is that people have 
not given up wishing to be 
housed amply and with dignity, 
or wholly lost the means with 
which to see to it that they are. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Ionides 
have for long been keen but 
discriminating collectors of 
many kinds of works of art, 
ranging from Chinese porcelain 
to Georgian furniture. Only a 
house of Buxted’s size could 
contain without crowding so 
many specimens of Chinese 
china with European subjects, 
which is the section of their 
collection housed here. In 
Buxted, built in the English con- 
vention stereotyped by Wren’s 
practice, they found an example 
of what is generally regarded as 
the ideal house. The spacious, 
well proportioned rooms, for 
the most part without any 
applied ornament beyond 
chimneypiece and cornice, ard 
in all cases amply lit, are the 
perfect background for peop * 
or things. But the happ’ 
results illustrated by thes 
photographs, are due not on’. 
to the refurnishing of a Geoi 
gian house with Georgian gea: 
Throughout, the hand of th 
artist is to be felt in the imagine 
tive variations on a “ period 
theme, and we remember th 
Mr. Ionides is one of tl 
leading decorative designers 
the day, with the Savoy Theat 
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as the best-known witness to his talent in the modern 
sphere. Indeed, admirable as is the quality of the 
items here, the attention is throughout held by the 
effects created by their use in delightfully conceived 
decorative schemes rather than by individual objects. 
In fact, the furnishing is an outstanding example of 
that rare combination—connoisseurship directed by 
taste and imagination. 

The ground floor provides six inter-communicat- 
ing reception-rooms in addition to the two-storeyed 
hall illustrated last week, around which they lie. 
The east side, beginning at the north end, accommo- 
dates the “ Yellow Drawing-room ” (Fig. 7), as it 
was called in a plan of 1798, and may still be named 
since its flock paper is the colour of curds; the 
“ Centre,” now the Chinese, room (Figs. 3 and 4) ; 
and the ‘“ Blue Drawing-room,” a boudoir at the 
south-east corner, now of slate blue with dark 
furniture, that provides a pleasingly cool contrast

to the sunny Chinese Room and the predominantly 
yellow library that opens out of it, occupying the 
whole centre of the south front (Figs. 1 and 2). 

This was the room added circa 1810 by Charles 
Jenkinson, third Earl of Liverpool, when he brought 
out the south facade flush with the wings and sub- 
stituted this one large apartment for the two small 
rooms and staircase shown in the 1798 plan. The 
staircase was on the axis of the main entrance through 
the hall, but from its dimensions it would not appear 
to have been adequate in dignity to support the 
position of climax to so magnificent an introduction 
as the hall provided. Moreover, the two small rooms 
that flanked it—‘‘ Sir George’s (Shuckbrugh-Evelyn) 
Room ” and “ Sir George’s Dressing-room ”’—were 
obviously a waste of a south aspect. The excessive 
depth of the new room was optically and structurally 
corrected by introducing the line of yellow scagliola 
pillars that carries the inner wall of the bedrooms 
above. There is no record of the architect employed 
for this addition. Henry Holland, whose style it 
recalls, had died in 1806, and there were many capable 
and charming designers, such as Charles Tatham, to 
5.—_THE DINING-ROOM CHIMNEYPIECE, c.

yallery, Kensington Palace, which dates 
rom 1725, and is associated with Kent’s 
edecorations there. The wall-pendants 
n either side, part of a set of six with 
arved wood frames and glass candle 
»rackets, will be of somewhat later date. 
“he room is further of interest as con- 
aining relics of several great houses 
recently dispersed: red and white 
chenille damask curtains from Hornby 
Castle, a set of chairs from Drakelowe, 
and a Hudson portrait of Lady Egmont 
from Avon Castle. A portrait in a Kent 
frame of the Hon. George William 
Coventry, born 1722, and afterwards 
eighth Earl of Coventry, in a scholar’s 
gown, is identical, both in frame and 
treatment, to the leaving portraits pre- 
sented to Dr. Burton at Winchester and 
illustrated in Mr. Hawkes’s recent 
monograph on the College. As the boy 
was educated there, it is undoubtedly 
one of the Winchester set, and it would 
be interesting to know how this picture, 
which was bought at Christies’, found 
its way out. 

Last week it was recounted how 
Buxted descended from Thomas Medley, 
who built the house circa 1725, to the 
third Lord Liverpool, who had married 
Miss Medley-Shuckbrugh-Evelyn in 
1810. She died at Pitchford, Salop, 
four years later, where her husband 
normally resided, leaving three daugh- 
ters. During Lord Liverpool’s occupa- 
tion the Duchess of Kent with Princess 
Victoria, and subsequently the Queen 
herself, paid visits to Buxted. On the 
partition of his estates after his death 
in 1851, Buxted went to the elder daugh- 
ter, Lady Catharine Harcourt, whose 
husband was the ninth son of the 
Archbishop of York. She died at 
Buxted without issue in 1877, and left 
the property to the only surviving child 
of her next sister, Viscountess Milton— 
Mary Wentworth-Fitzwilliam, who mar- 
ried the Hon. H. W. Berkeley-Portman, 
son and heir of the first Viscount 
Portman. Of their large family the 
second son, Henry, later fourth Viscount, 
succeeded to Buxted in 1897, under 
Lady Catharine Harcourt’s will; and 
on his death in 1929 the property came 
into the market. Since the conversion 
of Bryanston into a school in 1927, 
Buxted had been the principal residence 
of the family. It was bought by the 
present owners in 1931. 

Retracing our steps across the hall, 
some points of detail are worthy of 
notice in rooms already traversed. In

coloured marbles, the overmantel mirror, from Hamilton Palace, 
has a carved and gilt wood frame and an upper panel of glass 
painted with flowers. Originally it probably contained a picture. 
The grate is one of the excellent steel ones that were inserted 
in the house early in the nineteenth century. The furniture 
comprises some admirable walnut and mahogany pieces. 

The Chinese paper in the centre room (Fig. 3) has a buff 
background with the design predominantly in greens, a colour 
which is taken up in the dado. The yellow is repeated in the 
tinting of the ceiling and in the silk pelmets of the curtains, 
embroidered with Chinese designs. The colour scheme is 
completed by the yellow Siena pilasters of the chimneypiece 
and the black lacquer of most of the furniture. 

In the library (Fig. 2) the colours are yellow relieved with 
white in the ceiling and the bookcases, the latter somewhat later 
in date. The white is taken up by several fine pieces of Chinese 
porcelain, and yellow is the dominant colour of an eighteenth 
century English carpet that occupies much of the floor. In all

maids! In the former the walls are duck-egg green paint, 
the fine chimneypiece being inset with Siena and a red marble. 
In Fig. 11 will be seen the charming effect produced by the 
use of translucent silk curtains. The Pink Bedroom (Fig. 9) 
is so called from the chintz of the beds, of which the canopies 
are an entertaining feature. On the walls, which are cream, 
glass pictures of Chinese life form a bold pattern which, about 
the yellow and white marble chimneypiece, is carried on by 
“blue john ” obelisks, cameo miniatures and Oriental enamel 
vessels. The arrangement of the latter group is especially happy. 
Character has been given to many of the subsidiary bedrooms 
by the use of fresh wallpapers, in both senses of the epithet. 
In the Yellow Room (Fig. 10) the note given by the Chinese 
Chippendale chimneypiece and mirror is developed by yellow 
paper sprigged with gold (Sanderson). Another suite has an

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of a coloured ground (in Fig. 12 pale blue) sprigged with little 
gold and natural coloured flowers and framed in a border. This 
illustration also shows one of the built-in wash-basin fittings 
designed by Mr. Ionides and incorporating the basin with the 
lateral space that is desirable when one is washing. The solid 
substructure conceals the plumber’s art, but also screens the 
unsightly space beneath most basins. The little composition 
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is all the more clever for the way it incorporates pleasingly a 
very ordinary mirror of the kind that abounds in most houses 
and is apt to be given up asa bad job.

SURTEES HOUSE, NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE 


This beautiful seventeenth century house, from which Bessy Surtees eloped with Fohn Scott, the future Lord Eldon, and 
its neighbour, Milbank House, have recently been acquired by the Hon. S. R. Vereker. The interesting loan exhibition, 
which has been held in the two houses from April oth to 28th, is, we hear on going to press, likely to be extended. 


HERE the old 

main thorough- 

fare of Newcastle 

sweeps up in a 

curve from the 
river towards the castle, a range 
of fine old houses fronts the 
north side of the street. The 
site, the Sandhill, as it is called, 
is the historic centre of the city. 
Until a century ago it was the 
main approach to the river 
crossing, and although to-day 
the two high-level bridges take 
the bulk of the traffic over the 
Tyne, it is still the approach to 
the Swing Bridge, which occu- 
pies the site of the original 
“Pons Aelius”’ built by the 
Romans. 

For centuries these houses 
were the residences of the city 
merchants, many of whom held 
office as Mayor and Sheriff and 
were governors of the Merchant 
Adventurers’ Guild. Their 
Guildhall stands opposite on 
the south side of the hill, pre- 
senting to-day a severe classic 
front, built about a hundred and 
thirty years ago to replace an 
interesting galleried building of 
the time of the Commonwealth. 
Several of the houses on Sand- 
hill, however, still retain their 
picturesque fronts, and _ the 
finest of them is that popularly 
known as Bessy Surtees’ House. 
From a window on the first 
floor, marked by a blue pane, 
the future Lady Eldon eloped 
with John Scott on a November 
night in 1772. 


the time Surtees 
House acquired its 
present front it 
was owned by 
Ralph Cock, whose 
four daughters— 
“Cock’s canny 
hinnies”’—at- 
tained a local 
celebrity in their 
day. In 1770 it 
was acquired by 
Snow Clayton, 
who let the upper 
floors to Aubone 
Surtees, the father 
of Bessy. Milbank 
House has _ been 
refronted in brick 
in the eighteenth 
century, but 
Surtees House 
retains its early 
seventeenth cen- 
tury front with the 
almost continuous 
ranges of windows 
that have been 
noted as a curious 
anticipation of 
modern horizon- 
tal frontages. 


Bessy Surtees was eighteen, Scott twenty-one. 
A ladder was the means of escape, provided by an apprentice of 
Snow Clayton, who kept the shop below. 

This house and Milbank House, which adjoins it to the 
left, have a history going back to the fifteenth century. Both have 
been occupied by a long list of eminent Newcastle citizens.

It would have been a great 
pity if these charming survivals 
of old Newcastle had been 
allowed to fall into decay. For- 
tunately, there is now no danger 
of that. Both houses were 
recently purchased by the Hon. 
S. R. Vereker, whose wife, it is 
interesting to note, is a descend- 
ant of Aubone Surtees, the 
father of Bessy. During part of 
this month a most interesting 
loan exhibition was arranged in 
the two houses covering the 
sixteenth to eighteenth cen- 
turies and reconstructing the 
background of life as lived in 
them over three hundred years. 
The exhibition was organised 
by the Women’s Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Northern Counties 
Area of the Conservative and 
Unionist Associations, and a 
notable collection was got to- 
gether to which residents all 
over the North of England 
generously contributed. 

Space does not permit of 
more than a brief account of 
the exhibits. They were ar- 
ranged by periods to illustrate 
as vividly as possible the 
characteristic furnishing of 
rooms at different dates. The 
large first-floor room in Surtees 
House retains its fine seven- 
teenth century panelling and 
carved chimneypiece, which is 
dated 1657. On it are the 
initials of Thomas Davison and 
his wife Ann Cock—one of 
Cock’s ‘‘ canny -hinnies ’’—and 


four shields bearing the arms of the city, those of the two families 
and of the Merchant Adventurers’ Guild. The furniture and 
pictures exhibited here dated from the middle of the sixteenth 
to the end of the seventeenth century. 
tion are a sixteenth century trestle table, lent by Sir Timothy 
Eden, and a fine Court cupboard inlaid with mother-o’-pearl,

of silver teaspoons which belonged to Bessy Surtees and bear her 
initials. ‘The ceiling of this room is a reproduction of a contem- 
porary ceiling in Cosin’s House, which stood on the Quayside on 
the site now occupied by the piers of Tyne Bridge. 

A beautiful oak staircase rises the full height of the 
house, going up in short flights round a central well and 
having tall turned balusters typical of the first half of the 
seventeenth century. The two rooms on the second floot in 
Surtees House were furnished respectively in Stuart and Queen 
Anne styles. ‘“‘ The Stuart bedroom ”’ has a seventeenth century 
overmantel removed many years ago from Milbank House next 
door. A fine Jacobean four-post bed was lent by Mr. Saville 
Bell, which was decorated with seventeenth century hangings 
lent by Lord Gort. ‘“‘ The Queen Anne room”’ contained 
examples of walnut and lacquer furniture, specimens of early 
eighteenth century needlework, and a Chinese coromandel screen. 
This room has another fine overmantel and is panelled similarly 
to the larger room below. 

In Milbank House a room was devoted to the Henry VIII 
period. Some beautiful linenfold panelling in the room was 
removed about fifty years ago from a house on the Quayside. 
Portions of similar panelling were actually found under the plaster

in the course of the restoration of the house. Here were displayed 
a remarkable trestle table, decorated with linenfold, which was 
at one time in the Deanery at Durham; a sixteenth century 
almery with characteristic panels framing medallions with carved 
heads ; and a Gothic livery cupboard with openwork panels. On 
the walls were hung a fine piece of Tournai tapzstry (circa 1530) 
and portraits of Henry VIII and his last queen, Catherine Parr, lent 
by the Earl of Carl.sle. A second room exhibited furniture of the 
Chippendale period, adjoining which, in a small room, were shown 
historical relics associated with the North. These included the 
Charlton spur, the Newcastle oar mace (the emblem of the Corpora- 
tion’s jurisdiction over the Tyne), a Bible and coral presented 
by Charles I to an ancestor of Sir Fergus Graham, the handcuffs 
used for the arrest of the murderer, William Winter and several 
relics of Flodden Field. Elsewhere were shown a number of 
relics of Thomas Bewick—a portrait by his friend, George Grey, 
several of his drawings and wood engravings and the original wood 
block of his engraving of ‘‘ The Chillingham Bull.” A fourth 
room, containing a fine collection of old silver, much of it of 
Newcastle make, and a number of interesting ship models; and 
a children’s room, showing toys and children’s clothes, com- 
pleted a most delightful exhibition. A. S. O

T a time when every European nation, outside of Scandi- 
navia and Holland, is embarked upon some kind of 
constitutional experiment, and when the three great 
maritime Powers, England, America and Japan, are 
pulling themselves together with a jerk in order to face 

an unparalleled economic situation, it might be thought that the 
political development of a sparsely populated country like Spain, 
which can no longer claim to be in the first rank of nations, was 
not of very great importance. Is this true, however? A little 
consideration should convince us that, whatever kind of world 
and whatever kind of Europe we envisage for the future, it certainly 
is untrue. Ever since the War we have been prone in this country 
to measure European affairs almost entirely in terms of Franco- 
German hostility. But the post-War world, with its new auto- 
cracies, its revolutions incipient or accomplished, its vast Russian 
scheme for destroying the economic bases of industry, has 
no longer the splendid simplicity of War-time. The forces 
are no longer arrayed on one or other side of the line. If we 
cast our minds back to pre-War Russia we shall remember 
that the revolutionary elements were not without their con- 
nections in Spain; and those connections still exist, as much 
that has happened recently has shown. We were threatened the 
other day with a coup d’état said to be of Royalist origin in France, 
and the ramifications of Royalist activity and intrigue are not 
confined by any means to the family of Bourbon-Parma. Another 
factor which cannot be disregarded is Spain’s position as a Catholic 
nation at a time when Christianity, and particularly the Roman 
Church, is being openly assailed not only by Russia but by the 
rulers of Germany. ‘Thanks to Hitler, the Papacy counts for 
far more in Europe than it has done for many a day, and the 
reactions of Spain to the Papacy take on a new importance when 
we consider the political ambitions of Mussolini’s Italy. So far 
as Great Britain is concerned, we have our own stake in Spain, 
and, though Gibraltar may be small as territories go, it is of vital 
consequence to the Empire. Nor must we forget our financial 
commitments, as a people, in Spanish America. 

These are some of the reasons why one should undoubtedly 
read Mr. Trend’s new book. Since he produced his “ Picture 
of Modern Spain” in 1921, much has happened in the Peninsula, 
and Mr. Trend, who has recently become Professor of Spanish 
at Cambridge, has still much that is new to explain and interpret 
to his pupils and his public. In the present book he gives an 
account—written in the form of a series of acute and vivid 
studies—of some of the men who have made modern Spain 
since the Revolution of ’68 and the short-lived Republic of 1873. 
It would be useless here to enter into detailed descriptions of 
these figures, with whom a great many people will make their 
first acquaintance in Mr. Trend’s most readable pages. There 
is much literature with regard to such men as Sanz del Rio and 
Giner de los Rios in existence in Spanish, but little or none at all 
has so far been written in English. This is one of the facts which 
recommend the present book not only to the more serious student 
of modern Spain but to everybody who wishes to “ place ”’ the 
Second Republic—with the men behind it and the men against it— 
in their map of present-day Europe. The general reader, who is 
slightly daunted by an array of names which are entirely foreign 
to him (in more senses than one) may be recommended to plunge 
without delay into Mr. Trend’s lively description of the court of 
Isabella, of the Queen herself, of her consort the Duke of Cadiz 
(usually known as Fanny), and of Father Claret (who greatly 
belied his most attractive name) and Sister Patrocinio. Isabella, 
so far as modern Spain is concerned, was one of those whom the 
Spaniards themselves call contraproducientes. She certainly did 
not desire to foster the work of the philosophic radicals of her 
own and a later era, but as certainly she did so. And her story 
makes a most effective prelude to the succeeding chapters.—W. E. B. 
Difficult Morning, by Randall Swingler. (Methuen, 2s. 6d.) 
Fifty-four Conceits, by Martin Armstrong. (Secker, 5s.) 

In Mr. Randall Swingler the modernists have a notable 
addition to their ranks, and lovers of poetry in general have one 
whom they can recognise as esSentially a poet. He has superb 
honesty, vigorous imagery, and no touch of degeneracy or defeat- 
ism. In letail he is sometimes harsh or obscure, but in general 
effect he is clear as lightning about ‘‘ the new world this hour 
begets ’’— 

Come, we must leave this moss-grown siding, the points are changed 
and tunnelled the mountain range. 
If Mr. Swingler’s voice is the voice of the youngest generation, 
then the “ difficult morning ”’ of a new world brims with hope. 

Mr. Martin Armstrong collects a number of brief epitaphs 
and telling epigrams. ‘“‘A Boaster”’ is a good example: 

Living I blew for many a year 

My trumpet into every ear: 

Now fearfully I wait below 

The trumpet that I shall not blow. 
Fine wood engravings by Mr. Eric Ravilious accompany the text, 
but it is a pity that several of them are used more than once.

Nature’s Quest, by Frances, Countess of Warwick. (John Murray, 


7s. 6d. 
LADY WARWICK has many claims to our admiration and affection. 
Her fairy godmother endowed her richly with charm and intelligence : 
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with all those qualities, indeed, which, if we were merely content to rely 
on them, ought to make life a primrose way of indolent happiness. 
But she has never been content to rely on them. She has looked on 
the situation of her country and the life of the people about her, and 
has thought it her privilege to devote her intelligence and influence 
to the general welfare. She is now one of the historic figures of the 
times, and members of all parties are grateful to her tor what she has 
done. There is another side of her life, however, of which many people 
know little or nothing. She, like the late Lord Grey, has devoted a 
large part of her interest to the study of wild nature as one may encounter 
itand observe it inthis country. She may have, as she most modestly says 
in the first chapter of this book, no claim to strict scientific knowledge 
of those things, but she is content to offer us the observations of an 
intelligent person who has loved Nature for a lifetime. Mr. J. B. S. 
Haldane is responsible for one of the really stimulating books of the 
present day—which he has called “‘ Possible Worlds.” Lady Warwick’s 
** worlds ”’ are actual as well as possible. Views of the cloud-wrapped 
earth from an airship ct a mountain top gave her the key to the bird- 
world so far as perspective is concerned ; but she goes on to examine 
not only the “‘ world of feathers ” as it appears to its inhabitants, but 
the world of water and that of flowers and green trees. In the course 
of what is, comparatively speaking, a very short book she contrives to 
raise a multitude of extraordinarily fascinating problems, That many 
of them are not easily solved is neither here nor there. What Lady 
Warwick is pleading for is a wider sympathy between men and their 
brothers of the world of fur and feather. ‘If you give judgment in 
my favour,” she writes, ‘‘ all mankind will be happier,’ and adds that 
“‘ should this book help the reader to use his eyes, and stir his slumbering 
conscience, it will mark yet another milestone on the long road that 
leads to a world where there shall be neither oppressors nor oppressed.” 
The Life and Misadventures of Miguel de Cervantes, by Mariano 
Tomas. (Allen and Unwin, ros. 6d.) 

THE essence of genius is distilled from suffering, and what little is 
known or can be conjectured of the life of Cervantes gives sombre 
proof of the fact. We may not be able to exclaim, with the complacent 
callousness of one of his contemporaries, “‘ If it be necessity that has 
compelled him to write, please God that he may never have abundance, 
so that, poor himself, he may continue to enrich the whole world with 
his works.” But we are forced to recognise that, if Cervantes had not 
known hunger and heartache, imprisonment, injustice, lack of happy 
home life, wanderings among the poorest and the humblest, there could 
have been no “‘ Don Quixote.’”’ Mr. Mariano Tiomds has done the 
only thing possible in trying to piece the scanty facts with the more 
or less autobiographical fiction, so as to present us with something 
like a whole portrait of a man of genius. We cannot always agree with 
him, as when he asserts, of Cervantes’ first volume of his masterpiece 
that “it was a work of genius and, as in all such cases, the 
author did not know it for what it was.’ For this is a thing that authors 
of genius do know, even if no one else does at the time! The style 
of the book, also, is rather too unrestrained and flowery for English 
tastes. Nevertheless, we recognise at work in this book an impulse 
of real passion, of disinterested hero-worship. a. F. 


Jonathan Bishop, by Herbert Gorman. (Cassell, 7s. 6d.) 

OF recent years novels have become longer but, on the whole, as com- 
pared with the productions of the giants of the past, they have been 
slight in texture ; Mr. Gorman’s book is a notable exception. It is 
the history of a young American of a serious and candid disposition 
who happens to be Paris during the last days of the reign of Napoleon III. 
Jonathan is presented at Court and plays his part in the last hectic 
gaieties, he finds himself involved in the escape of the Empress, he 
returns to face the siege of Paris as a helper at the American Embassy, 
and finally is impressed to join the Federal forces against the troops 
under MacMahon. Jonathan’s character is not very much developed, 
but his mental struggles faced with passion, treachery, and war are 
absorbing and finely human. The pictures of Paris both before and 
after the German investment, of the Court, the boulevards, the clubs, 
are extremely interesting and well done. As a story the book lacks 
emotional interest ; as a re-creation of a period it is remarkably good. 


Archery, by Dr. Robert P. Elmer, M.D. 
Company, Philadelphia, $5.) 

DR. R. P. ELMER’S long anticipated second edition of his work on 
Archery is now available. This authoritative book by so eminent an 
archer as the author, more than once Champion Archer of America, 
author of “ Archery ”’ in the latest edition of the ‘‘ Encyclopedia 
Britannica ’’ and commissioned by Webster’s International Dictionary 
to edit more than 700 definitions applicable especially to archery, 
comes up to our highest expectations. ‘There are seventeen chapters, 
including a voluminous glossary. The history of the bow in all countries 
is related from remotest times. Archery as a sport in America, England 
and the Continent is well described, and there are separate chapters 
on how to make bows, arrows and tackle. In the chapter entitled 
“ How to Shoot,” the author recommends the “ locked elbow ” and 
a “light grip ” on the bow handle ; archers who employ the reverse 
method of “‘ bent elbow ” and a “ firm grasp ” of the bow and find 
themselves stuck and unable to improve their average scores may do 
worse than give the author’s methods a trial. The book is well and 
profusely illustrated, commencing with a photograph of the King in 
Highland uniform inspecting The Royal Company of Archers, and 
ending with archers shooting in freak positions, including a picture 
of a bold man holding a small balloon sausage in his mouth and an 
archer friend loosing off at it. This book is thoroughly recommended 
to all archers, both for theoretical and practical purposes, and it should 
find a ready place on the shelves every toxophilite’s library.

The enclosed photograph of 
olly, Iam afraid, is a poor one ; 
ut you will see that she is well 
,aped, with good shoulders, and carries her 
ead well. 

We have never had shoes on her, and when 
‘xe pares her hoofs the blacksmith always 
marks “‘ what a good foot she grows.” 

Like all good moorland ponies, she is very 
ure-footed (they all are), and I don’t think 
he has ever come down with either of my 
children. 

Polly is exceptionally fond of hunting, 
and, in spite of her small size, keeps well to 
the fore. 

As we have no groom, my two girls, aged 
thirteen and eleven, look after her themselves, 
and if you could see Polly I think you would 
agree that she is a credit to them. 

Both they and I entirely agree with 
“ Golden Gorse’s ”’ views as expressed in her 
article in Country Lire ; for, provided you 
pick a “ good ’un,”’ I am convinced there is 
nothing to beat a well trained moorland pony 
for teaching children to ride properly, 7.e., to 
get across country quietly and expeditiously. 

This sort of riding may not be as spectacu- 
lar as the “ show ” type unfortunately so much 
in Vogue to-day, but this, in my opinion, is as 
ostentatious and un-English as the Continental 
type of skating.

ENGLAND’S MOST RE- 


MARKABLE HILL 
TO THE EDITOR. 
Sir,—There are few places from 
w hich no fewer than eighteen 
counties can be seen on a fine 
day — possibly there is no other 
spot in our islands. But that 


claim for Titterstone Clee in South 
Shropshire has quite recently been 
substantiated by a competent 
authority. 

The hill rises some 1,740ft. 
amid farmland and unspoiled 
countryside, and forms part of 
the small Clee Hill range, five miles east of 
the old market town of Ludlow. It is the 
only hill in England depicted on the well 
known Mappa Mundi (A.D. 1300) in Hereford 
Cathedral. 

Titterstone is easily accessible from the 
main Cleobury Mortimer-Ludlow road on foot, 
by traversing a common and skirting the 
quarries. From Ludlow itself the ascent via 
the village of Bitterley is steeper, but an 
invigorating climb over boulder-strewn heights 
is well rewarded by a really marvellous 
view. 

Below lies South Shropshire, with Stretton 
Hills and the Wrekin—oldest hill in England— 
to the north. Viewpoints in Cheshire and 
Staffordshire can be picked out with a pair of 
glasses, and on a clear day the spires of Lichfield 
Cathedral are quite plain. Even hilly Derby- 
shire can be seen in perfect weather, while at 
night-time an inspiring view as far as the lights 
of Merseyside is possible. 

Turn north-west and west, and the view 
changes. Radnorshire and Montgomeryshire 
hills are nearly always to be seen. Plynlimmon 
in Cardigan (half the county), Carmarthen Van 
in Carmarthenshire, Cader Idris in Merioneth, 
and mountains in Denbigh, Flint and Brecon- 
shire are usually visible. The white-capped 
head of Snowdon in Carnarvonshire, some 
eighty miles distant, has also been recorded. 

To the east a very different scene meets 
the eye. The smoke stacks of Wolverhampton 
and the Black Country stand out. Bits of 
Warwickshire and Oxfordshire are discernible. 

South-east and south is the fertile fruit 
country of Worcester and Gloucester, with all 
the ‘‘ green and pleasant land” between, the 
Black mountains at Abergavenny, and high

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JERBOAS 
TO iTHE EDITOR OF “COUNTRY LIFE.” 
Sir,—Having kept a pair of pet jerboas in 
Egypt, I have been distressed lately to see that

isolated specimens imported into England are 
being treated wrongly and in a way to cause 
them great misery. They are the shyest of 
little desert creatures, and a dark retreat of 
some sort is more necessary to them than to 
most animals, and yet the one I saw last in the 
““ pet ” department of a large shop was in a 
box-shaped cage with no sleeping place and 
only a little fibre scattered on the floor of it. 
He was crouched up in a corner of it as far 
as he could get from the light and the crowds 
of people, with his head hidden, and was 
shaking all over. I wrote to the manager 
afterwards and received a very charming letter 
in which he thanked me for writing and said 
that my suggestions had been immediately 
carried out, and I am certain that if your readers 
are sufficiently interested to pass on the follow- 
ing information to the head of any livestock 
shop, or department, they may know of, they 
will. receive equally courteous treatment. 

Mr. Seth-Smith, the Curator of the 
Zoological Gardens, is kindly allowing me to 
publish a letter he wrote me on the subject. 
He says: 

“1 do not think jerboas are ever imported 
in very large numbers, but they are such 
delightful little creatures that should they be 
easily obtainable they would doubtless be 
freely purchased, and probably by persons 
who know nothing abcut their treatment. 

“They are not at all difficult to keep if 
one will only realise that they are purely desert 
animals, requiring comparatively deep sand 
in their cages, food consisting of seed, prefer- 
ably canary seed, and green tood such as lettuce. 
They must, of course, have dark sleeping 
places such as a box or rockwork cave, which

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need not have a bottom, but can be placed on 
the sand in a corner of the cage or hutch. 
It should have a side entrance, as this gives 
more privacy to the animals. There should be

soft hay in the sleeping compartment over 
the sand, which must, of course, be perfectly 
dry. They can stand a certain amount of 
cold if all damp is avoided.” 

It will be seen that the great difference 
between the treatment of jerboas and most 
other smal] animals is that plenty of dry sand 
is an absolute necessity to them, also a really 
dark “ hidey-hole.”” In the Zoological Gardens 
in Cairo, as well as the usual sleeping-places, 
they are provided with a few rough pottery 
jars, which are scattered about on the sand 
and make excellent retreats for them when 
they are suddenly startled. If gently treated 
they soon get over their shyness and make 
charming little pets, climbing confidingly on to 
one’s hand to eat their seed.— CELIA CONGREVE.

This is a 
lonely part of the ocean, as you see from the chart when you 
prick off a spot 300 miles west of the Hebrides.

‘* Endeavour’s ’? Mast.—The accompanying illustration shows 
the America’s Cup challenger’s mast being stepped into the vessel at 
Gosport the other day. The height of this mast is 168ft. It is hollow 
steel tube built on a system introduced by Messrs. Camper and Nicholson 
twenty-eight years ago for the racing cutter Nyria. The plates of the 
outside shell are of high-tensile steel, welded together (they were formerly 
riveted), while the tube is strengthened internally by steel diaphragms. 
This method has been previously tested by the firm in the masts built 
for Velsheda, Shamrock, and Candida. All mast-fittings are of specially 
strong steel sup} lied by Messrs. Thomas Firth and John Brown, Limited.

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A GREAT COLT AND A _ BRILLIANT FILLY 


COLOMBO AND CAMPANULA IMPRESSIONS 


EDDAH, who won the Derby at 100 to 1, has the distinction 
of being the only winner of the Craven Stakes at Newmarket, 
since that race was confined to three year olds in 1878, to 
go on and win the Derby. In that sense precedent is all 
against Colombo, who won the Craven Stakes last week, 
being able to accomplish what so many others have failed to do 
since Jeddah’s day, which was thirty-six years ago. We know, 
however, that very few people are thinking of precedents where 
Colombo is concerned. He is likely to start at odds on for the 
Two Thousand Guineas next week, which he seems bound to win, 
while he is at a very short price for the Derby. He may even 
start at odds on should he impress as much next week as he did 
when he won the Craven Stakes in a canter by four lengths. 

It is admitted that he is an exceptional horse. He has never 
known defeat. Seven races and round about £18,000 he won in 
stakes as a two year old. Now he has made the right start to his 
all-important three year old career and, incidentally, made a 
contribution of £825 to his winning total. We will agree that 
he had very little to beat for the race last week, even though, 
being fully penalised, he had to give up to 2olb. to the Aga Khan’s 
gelding Osman Pasha. Now, as that unpretentious horse was 
second, beaten, as I have mentioned, by four lengths with the 
greatest ease, Frank Butters, as the trainer of Umidwar, should 
know, through Osman Pasha, what will be required of Umidwar 
to be the equal, or have the beating, of Lord Glanely’s champion. 

They were a very moderate little collection of six that were 
ranged against Colombo. Osman Pasha 
has been mentioned. Each of the others, 
never having won a race, received 17]b. 
Lord Crewe was there to see his Le 
Fantome, a French-bred colt, perform. 
Lord Derby ran Pharillon, whose chief 
claim to mention is that he happens to 
be a full brother to those distinguished 
brothers, Fairway and Pharos. He is 
by Phalaris from Scapa Flow. Mr. 
Edward Esmond’s colours were carried 
by Easter Rush. He is the rather big 
and still backward chestnut horse that 
fell in the race for the Greenham Plate 
at Newbury. One of the other two was 
Mr. W. Woodward’s Bondsman, a big, 
burly, and backward bay colt bred by 
his owner in America by Sir Gallahad III. 

‘Colombo has twice now filled me 
with some apprehension on seeing him 
being saddled before a race. The first 
time was at Goodwood, where he really 
looked distressed. He had kicked off a 
plate in a saddling box. When he emerged 
from it the sweat was dripping off 
him. It could be explained by the 
extreme heat and the plague of flies. 
They were all over his head and neck 
and mostly elsewhere. He had been 
upset, too, during the saddling. Yet 
he went out for the Richmond Stakes 
and beat Medieval Knight at level 
weights by three lengths. 

The second occasion was at Newmarket last week. Captain 
Hogg decided to saddle him in the open, knowing his dislike of 
strange boxes. I found him sweating again and trembling as 
if very nervous and apprehensive of the race he knew was in 
store for him. There was no doubt about the sweating. Drops 
fell off his middle. Now, you would think this would mean a 
loss of energy. 'The moment the saddling was over and a sheet 
had been thrown over him he was taken into the saddle ring, 
where rapidly he cooled off to be himself again. 

Well, he has won his first test as a three year old, though, 
being Colombo, he could scarcely have done otherwise. And 
next week, all going well, he should win his second and much more 
important test. For on Wednesday there is due to take place the 
race for the Two Thousand Guineas, for which he is now likely 
to start at odds on. What has he to do? Among his probable 
opponents are Medieval Knight, in Mr. Dewar’s ownership ; 
Sir Abe Bailey’s Valerius and Tiberius; Sir Cecil Chubb’s 
The Ruthless Abbot; Mrs. Esmond Harmsworth’s Master 
Vere ; Lord Howard de Walden’s Blazonry ; the Aga Khan’s 
Umidwar. I can see no danger to the crack lurking there. 

Really it seems a waste of time going into any further examina- 
tion of the position as we find the first of the classic races. 
Colombo simply overwhelms his opponents, as I fully expect he 
will do in the race. Valerius, who I at one time thought would 
make a high-class two year old, was, I am afraid, discredited 
when he had his first race last week at the Craven meeting, which 
brings me to the subject of the outstanding three year old filly, 
Campanula, and her great chance of winning the One Thousand 
Guineas on Friday next for Sir George Bullough. 

Campanula had her first test on the middle day for the Column 
Produce Stakes, which was made to be of unusual interest because

from then. Campanula won by ahead. Bright Bird challenged 
resolutely, but the filly simply would not give way. It was a 
result which demonstrated that Campanula may be as far in front 
of her contemporary fillies as Colombo is in front of the colts. 
Hence her success is being confidently awaited in the One 
Thousand Guineas. 

After all, she was only beaten a head by Colombo when 
they met at weight-for-sex allowance a year ago. It was on the 
occasion of Colombo’s début as the Lady Nairne colt. No other 
two year old did anything like so well against him. She stands 
out as another rare advertisement for her sire, Blandford, just 
as Colombo is bringing great fame to Manna as a sire. 

Manna is brought to mind again by the success of his two 
year old son Tivoli Girl colt, who, in the colours of Captain H. R. 
Broughton, won the Fitzwilliam Stakes. This is a strongly knit 
bay with something of the Colombo character, and he can certainly 
go with much resolution. I believe this colt, who was bred by 
Captain Broughton and his brother Lord Fairhaven, will train 
on.

A VERY STRONG TENDENCY 


OURAGE was required a couple of 

years ago to say, as we did in this 

page, that, whatever might be the 

case in other directions, the outlook 

for real estate was favourable—at 

any rate, as hopeful as anything else 
that could be named as an avenue for investment 
or locking up funds. The results, especially in 
the last year, have abundantly justified our 
optimistic outlook. The market exhibits quite 
a remarkable degree of strength. 

Look at the current announcements—sale 
after sale of large areas and first-rate houses, 
and these sales, not for breaking-up and specula- 
tive resale, but healthy purchases by buyers 
who intend to live in the houses, and whose 
equally firm intention is to maintain the time- 
honoured social and residential standard of 
the districts. Among the most recent trans- 
actions may be mentioned the sales of Castle 
Mill House by Sir John Humphery; The 
Nunnery at Thetford, to an adjoining owner ; 
Colinshays Manor, Somerset (which, like so 
many others nowadays, was a sale before the 
auction—that is, the would-be buyer was taking 
no risks of seeing himself disappointed).

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ENGLISH FURNITURE 


NGLISH furniture of the eighteenth century 

is represented in all its successive phases in 

Mr. Frank Partridge’s large collection. The 
walnut examples are attractive in size and 

~ colour ; in addition, a walnut bureau has the 
xceptional feature of combining desk fittings and a 
iressing drawer. ‘The former, as is usual, are enclosed 
y a desk flap; immediately beneath this flap the 
lrawer front pulls out and falls down, disclosing a 
irawer fitted with dressing boxes and compartments. 
3eneath this dressing drawer there are two small and 
.wo long drawers. The piece, which is veneered on 


the flap and front with figured walnut, preserves its - 


original escutcheons and ring handles ‘Fig. 1). Among 
earlier pieces is a black lacquer cabinet on a silvered and 
carved stand which was exhibited at the Art Treasures 
Exhibition, 1932. . The stand, which rests upon six 
pierced and carved legs of baluster form, has a deep 
pierced apron and carved cross stretchers which support 
small flat discs, upon which, no doubt, Chinese porce- 
lain was originally placed. 

A rare piece of mahogany furniture is a mid- 
eighteenth century wardrobe and clothes press, on a 
low stand resting on short cabriole legs terminating in 
claw and ball feet. The apron of the stand is shaped 
and carved with scrolling foliage ; the cupboard doors 
have their shaped panels outlined with egg and tongue 
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2.—MAHOGANY SIDEBOARD (Circa 1780) 
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moulding ; the interior is fitted 
with shelves. 

Some pieces are drawn 
from well known collections, 
such as the late Mr. Frederick 
Behrens’s, who specialised in 
Late Georgian furniture. From 
this source comes a pair of 
mahogany drop-leaf tables, dat- 
ing from about 1780, in which 
the legs and frieze are fluted, 
and the upper half of the leg 
carved with water-leaves; and 
an octagonal dumb waiter and 
cellaret dating from the last 
years of the eighteenth century. 
Also of the Late Georgian period 
is a bow-fronted sideboard, 
resting upon fluted legs and 
veneered with mahogany of 
rich figure (Fig. 2). The span- 
drels on either side of the 
flattened arch beneath the cen- 
tral section are carved with a 
quarter fan; the cellaret 
drawer is panelled to represent 
two drawers in depth. The 
left-hand section, also panelled 
to represent two drawers, forms 
acupboard. The brass handles, 
in the form of a patera and ring, 
are original. 

Among Regency pieces is 
a fine example of the Carlton 
House table formerly belonging 
to the great Duke of Wellington, 
which is closely similar to an 
example stated to have stood 
originally in George III’s bed- 
room at Carlton House, and 
now at Buckingham Palace. -In 
both writing-tables the tapering 
legs have an unusual tassel-like 
capping. The piece, which is 
veneered with fiddle-back ma- 
hogany, which is uniformly 
bleached to an attractive light 
colour, has a slot for letters in the superstructure, a detail which is 
found on some of the important examples of Carlton House tables. 

Needlework, which was an important accessory to English 
furniture throughout the greater part of the eighteenth century, is 
also well represented. A folding screen, which was recently 
exhibited at the ‘““Age of Marlborough and Anne” Exhibition, 
is unusual in technique, the formal floral design being worked 
in the Chinese manner in very fine chain-stitch in coloured silks, 
while the ground is worked in gros-point in dark green wool. 
The contrast between the two materials and stitches gives the 
design something of the effect of incised lacquer. In other 
examples, English needlework is used as covering for chair seats, 
winged armchairs, and settees. A walnut settee resting on cabriole 
legs terminating in claw and ball feet has a back and seat covering 
of frech and brilliant needlework on a ground of rose-coloured cross- 
stitch. Both back and seat are divided into two shaped panels, 
each worked with a single figure in petit-point. An earlier walnut 
settee with tall back, dating from William III’s reign, has the 
seat rail, back, squab, and outward-scrolling arms covered with 
needlework consisting of a design of varied curving leaves worked 
in red on buff ground in gros-point. ‘The texture of the leaves is 
varied by the introduction of details in petit-point. 


CHINESE PORCELAIN AND JADE 


An exhibition which represents “ the collection of a foreign 
statesman” (whose 
name is not dis- 
closed) and also 
includes a quantity 
of Chinese ceramic 
wares and jade 
from othersources, 
is to be opened 
during May at 
Messrs. Sparks’ 
galleries. As usual, 
the figure and 
animal models of 
the T’ang dynasty 
in pottery are 
brilliant, and 
among the most 
realistic is a small 
model of a horse 
with a trough 
(Fig. 4), covered 
with a creamy 
coloured, finely 
crackled glaze. 
Also of this

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dynasty is a stooping figure of 
a pedlar- with Semitic features, 
who is weighed down by the 
pack which is strapped to his 
back, and carries a jug in ‘his 
hand ; and a kneeling figure of 
a woman holding a stringed 
instrument across her knee. 

Dating from the Ming 
dynasty is a figure of a thick- 
set wrestler (Fig. 3) a cleve- 
product of Chinese naturalism. 
The body is coated with a brow: 
glaze, and the skirt with greer.. 

There are a number 
pieces of the delicate Yin 
Ching porcelain, chiefly vases 
dishes, cups and bowls. A: 
outstanding example of thi 
ware is a vase of the Sun: 
dynasty, having an ovoid bod: 
moulded in nine lobes, and 
slender neck with flaring mouth 
There is incised decoration o: 
the neck and inside the mouth. 
Equally attractive are the ex: 
amples of white ware of the 
Ming dynasty, such as the pear- 
shaped vase with tall spreading 
foot, slender neck, and loop 
Kandles, which is_ delicately 
incised with a design of dragons 
and pheenix birds. It is coated 
with a slightly crackled cream- 
coloured glaze on a soft paste 
body. A pair of stra‘ght-sided 
bowls, having 2 wide mouth and 
foliated edges with incised 
decoration of dragon medallions 
between clouds under the glaze, 
is also fine. 

There are several examples 
of 'Temmoku ware dating from 
the Sung dynasty, among these 
a rare large vase of inverted pear 
shape and slender neck, which 
is covered in a rich black glaze 
turning to brown at the foot and lip; and a shallow bow! with 
wide mouth, having the outside coated with brownish black glaze, 
turning to brown in places, and the inside with a mottled brown 
glaze painted with three flowering sprays in blackish brown. 
This piece was found at Kian-fu. 

There is a good selection of blue and white, mainly of the 
Ming dynasty, and of self-coloured pieces from the “‘ foreign 
statesma.’s”’ collection. 'The examples of the K’ang Hsi and 
later period are fewer in number, and of these the most im- 
portant is a pair of vases of baluster form, having a long slender 
neck widening at the mouth above a bulb, and decorated with 
a bold design of flowering peonies springing from 1ockwork, 
painted in brilliant famille verte enamels with gold. On the 
neck are two bands of floral and butterfly decoration between 
stipple borders. 

There are several early bronze vessels ; and the jade includes 
some specimens of the Han and Chou dynasties, among them 
a fine mottled grey jade knife of the Han dynasty; but the greater 
number of the specimens of jade date from the reign of the 
Emperor Ch’ien Lung. A ‘mutton fat” jade vase and cover of 
this period, having the body carved with ta’o tieh masks between 
bands of leaf pattern, and two animal head handles with rings at 
the side, and a third smaller ring in front, is a fine example of 
type. 
Isolated among the examples of the Chinese craftsman’s 
work in this 
exhibition is an 
Arabic fourteenth- 
century bottle 
with long slender 
neck and splayed 
base, decorated 
with three medal- 
lions, each con- 
taining two 
archaic animals 
outlined in relief 
with lapis lazuli 
pigment and red 
and gold floral 
design on a 
ground of yellow- 
ish glass. These 
bottles were made 
for use in Lhama 
temples, and this 
specimen was dis- 
covered in a temple 
on the way from 
China to Mongolia.

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A MISSING WORK BY LOTTO 

A long missing early work by Lorenzo Lotto, mentioned by 
Federici in his Memorie Trevigiane sulle opere di disegno (1803) as 
being in the possession of Signor Antonio Bertioli of Parma, and 
by Mr. Berenson in his Lorenzo Lotto (1905) as having belonged 
“to the late painter, Grittiof Bergamo,”’ has recently been identified 
in a private collection in London. The picture represents a tree 
trunk hung with a shield, and having at its foot another shield 
bearing the arms of the Rossi di San Secundo family. On the 
left is seen a putto playing with scattered instruments and a scroll 
of paper ; on the right is a satyr holding a vase. In the middle 
distance a small winged genius is ascending a mountain path. In 
the background is a bay, bordered by mountains, with a sea 
monster swimming in the waters. Atthe back a label is inscribed 
with Lotto’s name. 

The handling of the “ full foliaged trees with small leaves’ 
is very similar to an early and immature Lotto (Danae) in the 
collection of Lord Conway, and a St. Jerome (dated 1500) in 
the Louvre. The picture comes up for sale at Messrs. Sotheby’s 
on May oth; and in the same day’s sale is a very fine impression 
of Rembrandt’s “‘ Christ presented to the People,” a rare and 
important dry-point in the early state before the removal of the 
figures in front of the tribune. The impression compares favour- 
ably with the impression in the same state in the British Museum, 
and is perfect except for a slight indentation on the left removing 
the plate-mark for about half an inch, a slight tear measuring 
about half an inch at the top (repaired), and a faint trace of a fold. 

In the sale on May 11th by the same firm is included a set 
of eighteenth century Chinese wallpaper panels, originally from 
Sydney Lodge, Hamble. Each of the twenty-five panels is 
painted with serpentine flowering shrubs, upon which exotic 
birds are perched, relieved against a yellow ground. In some 
of the panels there are butterflies and squirrels in the design. 
In the same day’s sale is a graceful marble statuette by Jean 
Antoine Houdon, of a vestal virgin, closely draped, and holding 
in her hands, which are covered by her robe, a burner of the 
sacred fire. At her side is a small pedestal surmounted by flames. 
There is a similar statuette in the Metropolitan Museum, New 
York. 

AN EXHIBITION OF MINOR PICTURES 

Messrs. Agnew have brought together at their galleries a 
varied collection of minor works by old masters, to be sold at 
prices under £300. The most attractive among the exhibits are 
small portraits, in particular a well characterised study of a sports- 
man with his dog (Mr. Barry of Icklingham), dating from carly in 
Gainsborough’s Suffolk period; and a charming French study 
of a young girl (Fig. 5) which has affinities with the early work of 
David, but is assigned to the versatile Louis-Leopold Boilly 
(1761-1845), who became in later life the recorder of social life 
under the Directorate, the Consulate and the Empire. 

A skilfully painted portrait of a man in a dark brown coat 
is by the Scotch painter Andrew Geddes, whose work attracted 
so much attention at the Exhibition of British Art at Burlington 
House this year. There are two pictures of the mid-eighteenth 
century English school, in which the surroundings of the sitter 
or sitters receive as much attention as the portraits themselves. 
The earlier, a conversation piece by Charles Philips (1708-47), 
includes a large family group in an attractive panelled interior. 
On the left side of the painting, a man and girl are dancing to 
the music of a flute-player, while to the right are grouped the 
elders, seated at a table. The study of a single figure—a lady 
at work painting—by Arthur Devis (1708-87), the painting of 
the accessories, such as the chimneypiece and its ornaments, is 
remarkably skilful ; and the finish of the small portrait, and its 
small size, add to its attraction.

There are examples of the work of English portrait painters from 
Francis Hayman onwards, including a portrait by Nathaniel Hone 
(1718-84), signed and dated 1774; and by Francis Cotes (1725-70). 

There are two pairs of those Italian topographical pictures 
which, bringing “ Italian light on English walls,” were in demand 
by English travellers and dilettanti in the eighteenth century. 
One Roman pair, the Castle of St. Angelo and the Piazza del 
Popolo, which is by Gaspar van Wittel (1674-1736) (whose name 
was translated into Vanvitelli in Italy), are charming in colour 
and matter-of-fact in treatment. A second and Florentine pair, 
the Piazza Signoria and the Ponte Trinita, is by an eighteenth 
century English artist, Tom Patch, who is better known for his 
caricatures. J. DE SERRE. 


“IN CONNEMARA”: PAUL HENRY’S LANDSCAPE 

Mr. Paul Henry’s work, though probably better known in 
Ireland than that of any living artist, is seldom shown here ; and 
the chance should not be missed to see at the Fine Arts 
Society’s gallery some forty of his canvases. He calls them 
‘*In Connemara,” though in fact there are scenes from Kerry, 
Donegal, Wicklow, County Down, and even a grim, powerful 
study of the haibour in his native city Belfast. But the sug- 
gestion is right. Essentially a painter of romantic landscape, 
he sees mountain and lake, cliff and sea, cloud masses and 
turf-bogs with an eye attuned to the colour of such scenes 
where it is strongest, right out against the Atlantic. These are 
pictures to rouse the holiday longing in those who have fished 
in any of the choice places from Gweedore, far north, to Waterville, 
far south, but above all about Ballycroy or Mullaranny, or Leenane 
on the lovely Killary Bay, which figures 
again and again. For that matter, 
lovers of western Scotland will find 
here assuredly much to recall what they 
love best: the two Gaeldoms are very 
like each other. But the bogs are special 
to Ireland, and nobody has ever painted 
turf-cutting like Mr. Henry; he gets 
the colour, the texture, the very smell of 
the peat ; and a turf-cutting, like a field 
of red plough in Devon, opens up the 
very heart of the scene. 

But this romantic is a modern; 
there is no niggling detail. ‘To impecca- 
ble, firm draughtsmanship with perfect 
spacing and placing, he adds a genius for 
selecting the essentials. His paint has 
the quality of a carrying voice; design 
and colour stand out clear across a room. 
Yet in a picture like that of Lough Alton 
under Errigal in Donegal, it is by great 
subtlety of tone that he indicates the 
structure of distant mountain flanks. 

The colour looks exaggerated to 
those who do not realise that distant 
colour is strongest where the air is 
moistest. Conor O’Brien in one of his 
yachting books observes that he had 
always thought Paul Henry a liar in 
paint, till he spent a day trying to get 
round Achill Head, and then he realised 
that all these blues and purples were 
the mere truth.

HE country house, equally with the town house, can 

now enjoy the full benefits of electricity. Current may 

be drawn from the “ grid,” or it may be supplied by a 

self-contained generating plant on the premises. Though 

the “ grid’ now extends all over the kingdom, there are 
innumerable cases where the expense of a connecting cable to 
an individual house is very considerable, and it is then especially 
that the claims of the self-contained plant become most con- 
vincing. This applies particularly to lighting. It is necessary 
to bear in mind that the lighting load is a comparatively light one. 
One unit of electricity represents 1,000 watts, and the ordinary 
lights required in a house do not consume more than 40 and 60 
watts each per hour (for passage lighting they can be considerably 
less). Thus a self-contained generating plant of, say, 2 kilowatts 
—i.€., 2,000 watts—will supply from forty to fifty lamps of 
average wattage ; and it will produce current at a running cost 
of about 2d. per unit. 

The plant consists of a dynamo driven by an engine running 
on petrol or paraffin—or a Diesel oi! engine—the current thus 
generated being stored in the 
accumulator battery, and the 
whole output controlled on the 
switchboard. The engine may 
be belt-driven or it may be 
direct-coupled. There atre 
points in favour of each 
method. But in both cases the 
plant is so designed that it 
requires very little attention. 
It can, indeed, be entirely 
automatic, starting and stop- 
ping according to the call upon 
it. Thus, when the battery is 
fully charged, the plant is cut 
out and becomes stationary, 
coming into operation again 
when the storage supply is 
running low. 

There are certain plants 
which dispense with the 
battery altogether, supplying 
the current direct, but though 
these have points in their 
favour, the engine is always 
running when the lights are 
on, and at night-time the 
sound of it, though it may be 
very slight, can be disturbing 
in the quiet of the country 
unless special precautions are 
taken to silence it. 

In connection with the 
lighting system, several points 


should be kept in mind. Thus one 60-watt lamp.

the writer would stress the advantage of having plenty of switches, 
including two- and three-way switches as well as the ordinary single 
type, so that lights can be turned on or off in the most convenient 
way—hall lights from above or below, bedroom lights from the bed 
as well as the door, to say nothing of lights in cupboards, cellars 
and attics. There should be no exposed bulbs, which cause glare. 
In every case the filaments should be well screened, as in the “‘ opal” 
and “‘ pearl’’ bulbs, the former having an inner skin of clear glass 
and an outer skin of opal glass, and the latter having a frosted 
interior and smooth exterior. There are lamps of minute wattage 
for use as night lights in bedrooms and nurseries, while a “ turn 
down.”’ lamp with two filaments within it gives a dull or a bright 
light with the pull of a cord. 

The lighting fittings themselves offer endless scope. 
Designers have now produced some admirable types, not based 
on candle fittings, but essentially modern and exactly suited to 
their purpose. There is also the possibility of adopting concealed 
lighting, behind cornices and in other places, whereby a very 
pleasant diffused illumination is obtained. 

Ordinarily the leads, or 
supply wires, are carried in steel 
conduit, but there are surface 
systems also, thoroughly reli- 
able and approved by the fire 
insurance companies. They are 
very inconspicuous, and involve 
a minimum of disturbance to 
existing decorations. 

A self-contained plant of 
the kind indicated will serve 
not only the lighting but also 
many of the accessories which 
are so useful in a house, such 
as vacuum cleaners, hair driers, 
ventilating fans, and vibratory 
massagers. "These accessories 
consume comparatively 
little current. The vacuum 
cleaner, for example, is driven 
by a small motor rated at 140 
watts. A clothes washer will 
need 250 watts. Electric irons 
are heavier on current, con- 
suming 450 watts per hour, 
but are immeasurably superior 
to the ordinary “flat iron,” 
because the sole, always per- 
fectly smooth and clean, is not 
losing its heat from the moment 
it is picked up for use, but is 
maintained hot al! the time. 

All these are just as much 
a boen in the country as they 
are in town. G. M.

THE MOTOR BOOM 


HE motor industry, which has been 
making a steady improvement for 
some time, is now definitely enter- 
ing a period of great prosperity. 
Nearly every manufacturer is hav- 
ing to make arrangements to increase his 
production, while the tide 1s still rising. 

The vehicle statistics for February, 
which have recently been issued by the 
Ministry of Transport, show this to a marked 
extent, while since then the Budget con- 
cession of a 25 per cent. reduction in the 
horse-power tax has spurred the manu- 
facturers to still further efforts, and the 
outlook is very rosy. 

The Ministry of Transport figures 
show that 23,905 new motor vehicles were 
registered in February, which is 9,000 more 
than a year before, and that 1,785,336 motor 
licences, which excludes tramcars and trade 
licences, were current on February 28th, 
which is 105,637 more than a year before. 

These totals are both records for this 
time of the year, while the detail figures 
show that the increase was spread over 
every class of vehicle. In the case of private 
cars there was an increase of 60 per cent. 
in registration figures for this year over 
last. Goods vehicles showed an increase of 
72 per cent. 

The car industry is also pleased over 
the reduction in the horse-power tax in 
the Budget. This will help to simplify 
matters for many who have had to produce 
chassis with two sizes of engine, the larger 
being for export and the smaller for use 
in this country. 

This will now become increasingly 
unnecessary, as, generally speaking, the 
larger engine is preferred even for home 
consumpiion, the only thing against it 
being the tax. It is also possible that this 
will be some slight consolation to the car 
industry for some of the rather unpalatable 
sections of the new Road Traffic Bill. 


CAR WIRELESS 


Wireless in the car is now becoming 
increasingly popular, though we are still

far behind the United States in this respect. 
Many firms are now installing aerials in 
their models and providing for the fixing 
of sets at a small extra cost. 

One of the pioneers in this respect 
is the firm of Pass and Joyce, distributors 
for Talbot and many other cars. Recently 
they held a most interesting exhibition at 
their showrooms in Hanover Square of 
Talbot cars. at which some very fine body 
types were shown. 

They have been appointed official 
distributors for Philco car radio, and now 
the six-valve balanced superhet car radio, 
which sold at 32 guineas about six months 
ago, is offered at 16 guineas. 

The Philco model No. 10 car radio 
is a six-valve unit with fading-proof auto- 
matic volume control, so that no matter 
where or in which direction, or at what 
speed, the car is being driven, there is 
never any evidence of fading. 

The moving coil speaker is combined 
with the chassis in the same cabinet as the 
rest of the unit. In a properly installed 
car radio the only thing in evidence is a 
heart-shaped control disc of about 2}ins. 
diameter, which can be affixed either to 
the steering column or the facia panel. 

Another interesting feature of this 
display were the D.W.S. permanent jacks, 
which are becoming almost a_ necessity 
to-day. 

There has been much talk recently 
on the subject of wireless in cars. Questions 
have even been asked in Parliament as to 
whether this innovation would make driving 
more dangerous, as it might distract the 
driver’s attention. 

I have been driving cars equipped with 
wireless for some time, but I have not used 
it, chiefly because I was alone and did 
not feel the need of it. 

Recently I had the opportunity of 
testing a Packhard which was equipped 
with Philco radio, and deliberately kept it 
on all the time that I was driving. I found 
that, as regards the ordinary ‘“‘ dope ”’ which 
is usually being transmitted from stations

within reach, it was, if anything, soothi: z 
and did not detract in the least from on; 
driving. If anything, it may be said 
have improved it, and, in all events, it 
better than that nuisance, the conver: 
tional passenger. 

I once drove an Australian right throu; 
from London to Glasgow, and he talk 
the whole way without stopping for 
moment. As we were passing over t 
divide at Brough, with that glorious vic 
into Cumberland and beyond, he was cros 
questioning me as to my views as to wheth 
there should be an Upgfer House of Parli 
ment or not. I have never felt near - 
murder in my life. 

Wireless would be an absolute blessin; , 
as it would stop this sort of thing effectuall,. 

The argument that wireless wou! : 
distract the driver and tend to produce 
more accidents is, in my experience, no‘ 
borne out as far as the average person is 
concerned. There is far too much talking 
to the driver done in the average car, par- 
ticularly in London. In the case of wireless, 
it is not necessary to make an intelligent 
answer, but if one is burdened with a 
garrulous passenger some attention has to 
be paid to his or her remarks. 

The only criticism that might be 
levelled against wireless on the road is that 
it makes one deaf to the sound of the hooter 
of en approaching car. Generally speaking, 
however, at a cross roads or other dangerous 
point I found myself making due allowance 
for this automatically. I have several 
friends who are stone deaf and who drive 
cars very much better than most people 
I know who have their hearing, and for 
this reason, and from my own experience 
in driving a car with the wireless working, 
I cannot think that inaudibility is a serious 
charge against the wireless. 

There are, however, certain things 
that come through on the wireless, even 
from the B.B.C., which require at least a 
small amount of intellectual concentration, 
and to a few drivers this might prove 
dangerous.

method to get the lugs to corrode quickly 
so as to get the tests through quickly. 
They achieved this by placing the terminals 
on a sheet of blotting paper soaked in 
sulphuric acid to represent a damp battery 
top, and passing a small current between 
the cable lugs and a lead plate. By this 
Means corrosion was accelerated and they 
obtained the equivalent of months of 
service in a matter of days. As a result of 
these tests they are now using an improved 
material which will give considerably longer 
life. 


Demonstrations were given of the

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THE ROYAL PALACE IN STOCKHOLM DESIGNED BY TESSIN 


ATHER less than a day and a 

half’s journey across the North 

Sea lies the port of Gothenburg cn 

Sweden’s west coast and the 

second largest city in the country. 
It is a bright and cheerful city with broad 
streets, fine public parks, imposing buildings 
and a harbour full of animation. Sweden has 
been rather neglected by English travellers, 
curiously enough, for it is a pleasant sun-lit 
land, ideal for those seeking rest and 
recreation amid new scenes and picturesque 
surroundings, where the pound sterling is 
actually worth 21s. From Gothenburg 
to Stockholm, like a blue ribbon across 
the country, runs the so-called Géta Canal, 
which in this case connotes a series of 
waterways with a number of artificial canals 
forming a link between them. It was 
originally intended for the conveyance of 
merchandise only, but in recent 
times it has becume a favourite 
route for visitors, owing to the 
immense variety of the scenery 
and the excellent panorama of 
the real Sweden obtained on 
the trip of 350 miles. On 
leaving Gothenburg the steamer 
passes up the Gé6ta river past 
the medizval castle of Bohus 
to Trollhattan, where the famous 
waterfalls can be visited. For 
a short time a true canal is 
traversed, but the vessel scon 
emerges on to the waters of 
Lake Vannern, the largest 
stretch of water in the country. 
This part of the trip usually 
takes place at night, and by 
breakfast next day the ship is 
leaving the lake and entering 
the “ rock canal,’’ which winds 
through the forest land of 
Westrogothia and which is so 
narrow that the trees on either 
hand sweep the deck with their 
branches. ‘Two more charming 
little lakes ensue, Viken and 
Bottensjon, and then comes 
the second of Sweden’s large 
lakes, Vattern, on the eastern 
shore of which is Vadstena 
with a moated Renaissance 
castle, an ancient abbey and 
a quaint littl town. Then 
through the canal again and 
across Lake Boren to Berg, 
where is a remarkable “‘ stair- 
case” of fifteen locks. The 
second night on_ board is 
passed through canal and lake 
alternately, and in the morning 
the boat passes into the 
beautiful Baltic archipelago at 
Séderképing. For some hours 
it twists and turns through the 


THE 


island - dotted, sparkling green sea, and 
then, turning north again, it passes 
through the Sodertalje Canal into Lake 
Malaren, with its thirteen hundred islands. 
Finally, just after tea-time, the spires and 
bridges of Stockholm come into view, and 
the boat is moored in the very heart of 
the city, under the shadow of Ragnar 
Ov-stberg’s City Hall, generally acclaimed 
as the finest building which the present 
century has produced. 

Stockholm, situated partly on islands, 
partly on a plain and partly on a hill, has a 
wonderful natural beauty of its own. It 
is dominated by Tessin’s masterpiece, the 
Royal Palace, which was built during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. One 
of the most interesting parts of the city is 
the ‘‘ old town,”’ which, with its Hanseatic 
buildings and ancient palaces, looks like a

piece of old Amsterdam. Many dwelling 
date from the fifteenth and _ sixteenti 
centuries, and some of the old streets 
remain exactly as they were in the 
Middle Ages. 

The city is remarkable for the wealth 
of monumental sculpture, which has been 
added to in the present century by the 
woik of Carl Milles, a modern sculptor of 
genius, whose most famous chef-d’euvre 
is the Solsangaren, a nude classical figure 
greeting the rising sun with uplifted arms. 
A visit to Stockholm would be incomplete 
without a trip to the island of Gothland, 
on which is the medieval city of Visby. 
Set down by the city is a complete city— 
battlemented walls, churches, high over- 
hanging houses—just as it was left after 
being sacked by the Danes in the four- 
teenth century. Of its original eighteen 

churches eleven remain to this 
day, and so kindly is nature 
to this charming spot that it 
has won the name of the city of 
‘ruins and roses.” 


TRAVEL NOTES 


VESSELS of the Swedish Lloyd 

Line leave Tilbury twice weekly 
at 6.20 p.m. for Gothenburg from 
May 2nd until September oth. 
Passengers leave St. Pancras for 
Tilbury by special train about one 
and a quarter hours before the 
steamer starts. The North Sea 
crossing takes thirty-five hours, of 
which six are passed in land-locked 
waters. On the return journey 
vessels leave Gothenburg at 6 p.m. 
and passengers arrive back at 
Tilbury at 9.30 a.m. The return 
fare is from £12 first class and 
£8 10s. third class. 

Stockholm may also be reached 
via The Hook and Rotterdam, 
via Harwich and Flushing, or via 
Calais or Ostend to  Sassnitz, 
whence a railway ferry crosses to 
Tralleborg. 

On the Gé6ta Canal vessels 
leave Gothenburg five days a week 
and steam via Trollhitten, Jénkép- 
ing Berg, Séderképing and Lake 
Malaren to Stockholm, which is 
reached at 6.30 p.m. on the third 
day. The fare is from 110 Swedish 
kroner, inclusive of meals and 
service charges. A shorter trip is 
by train to Jénk6éping and thence 
by boat to Stockholm. The 
steamer leaves J6nk6ping at 9 a.m. 
on Wednesday and reaches Stock- 
holm at § p.m.on Thursday. Fare 
from 58 Swedish kroner. 

There is a regular steamship 
service between Stockholm and 
Visby on the island of Gothland. 
The trip, which takes thirteen 
hours, is run at night.

HE importance of a maintained 
head of game is realised by nearly 


all countries. In many it has 

only been recognised belatedly 

after ‘the game population had 

been sadly diminished, and in extreme cases 
some species of game have been altogether 
lost. In some cases hunters have been 
wholly responsible. Hunters almost exter- 
minated the American bison; in other 
cases, such as the passenger pigeon, it is 
doubtful if man was responsible, and the 
birds probably perished from some disease 
or climatic catastrophe. In other cases 
man-made conditions have been respon- 
sible for the disappearance of native breed- 
ing birds. The drainage of our own fens 
led to the vanishing of the ruffs and reeves. 
But, fortunately for us, Great Britain 

has always been progressive in 
bird protection, and the legal 
sanction of private sporting 
rights preserved for Britain a 
great heritage of wild life which 
has been lost in countries where 
free shooting was allowed. In 
France game is still scarce, and 
in the United States endless 
legislation and regulations and 
a very good campaign of pro- 
paganda in the sporting Press 
are at long last improving con- 
ditions. But even there it has 
been found that to account for 
the diminishing of certain kinds 
of game it was not sufficient 
simply to blame illicit sheoting. 
It was necessary to undertake 
a comprehensive biological sur- 
vey and study game in relation 
to its environment, to diagnose 
its specific diseases and list its 
food and its enemies. This was 


well done in the case of the 
Bob White quail, and it was soon 
realised that research concerning 


any game bird is a complex study and 
that local conditions have an enormous 
influence. 

To-day in England we have reason to 
be uneasy about at least two factors : firstly 
the regional outbreaks of partridge diseases ; 
secondly, the unexplained disappearance of 
the ‘“zos grass,” or Zostera maritima, 
which was an important source of food for 
coastal wildfowl. In the case of partridge 
disease the CounTRY LIFE Enquiry found 
that a strongyle worm akin to the familiar 
strongyle of the grouse was responsible for 
the heavy losses, and it was not easy to 
avoid the conclusion that, as in the case of 
grouse, overcrowding with birds in pro- 
portion to the food supply led, in favourable 
climatic circumstances, to these widespread 
parasitic infections. ‘The scene was, so to

speak, set with a favourable background 
for the dissemination of disease to birds 
with lowered power of resistance. The 
enquiry disclosed that, like Herod, the 
birds died of worms, but it left the reasons 
for this affliction much a matter of con- 
jecture.

EARLY RHODODENDRONS 


MONG arly-flowering 
rhododendrons, R. 
fulgens and R. fulvum 
are two that are not 
commonly met with 

outside of botanical collections 
and the gardens of connoisseurs. 
If they are not exactly in the 
front rank of the family as orna- 
mental shrubs, both have some 
little claims to recognition by 
those who can offer the cool 
and shady woodland conditions 
beloved of most of the race. 
Both have the _ reputation, 
according to the Rhododendron 
Society’s Year Book—a valuable 
publication that should be in 
the hands of all who grow 
species rhododendrons—of 
being reliably hardy anywhere 
so long as they have some shade, 
and each can be trusted to give 
a fairly good account of itself 
when it has settled down and 
reached a fair size. ‘Though 
it is quite trustworthy as regards 
hardiness, R. fulgens is scarcely 
fit for a place outside in gardens 
on the east unless it has a 
sheltered position, and those 
who garden in exposed situa- 
tions would be well advised to 
grow it under glass, as is done 
with it at the Edinburgh Botanic 
Garden, where the accompany- 
ing illustration was taken, if its 
attractive display of deep scarlet 
ciimson blooms is to be enjoyed 
in the late winter and early 
spring. Those in more favour- 
able districts, however, need not hesitate to try it outside, for the 
west and south-west suit it, and so long as it has shelter from 
cold cutting winds there should be little risk of injury to its flowers, 
that are at their best about early March in a normal season. It 
is not a shrub for the impatient gardener, for it takes some time 
to reach flowering size, and it is generally about six feet or so 
before it provides its brilliant blossoms with any freedom. The 
same is, unfortunately, true of R. fulvum, and it is this, along 
with its love of a moist atmosphere, that perhaps keeps this fine 
species out of many gardens. A remarkably handsome rhodo- 
dendron which attains the dimensions of a small tree some 15ft. 
to 2oft. high, R. fulvum is well worth growing for its foliage 
alone, its dark green leaves having a coat of rich orange brown 
on their under surface, and it is one that will ccme to be increas- 
ingly appreciated the longer it is grown. The flowers, carried 
in a rather loose truss, are of a delicate rose pink, deeper on the 
outside of the corolla than on the inside where the pink faints 
to white, and are freely given when the plant is well established. 
There are one or two forms of this species in cultivation introduced 
by Forrest and Farrer, and the one under No. 874, shown in the 
accompanying illustration, is quite one of the most attractive of 
the Farrer rhododendrons. Coming from a mon.con area, it 
appreciates shade and moisture, and it is never happier than in 
cool woodland and the moist atmosphere of the west. Its close 
cousin called fulvoides is less insistent in its demands for moisture 
and a damp atmosphere, and is quite worth while growing where 
R. fulvum proves obstinate, for it is equally attractive, with much 
the same coloured blooms. 





THE DEEP CRIMSON R. FULGENS 


Two recent newcomers to 
the list of dwarf species that are 
so useful for the furnishing of 
the rock garden or any open 
sloping bank are to be found in 
R. Edgarianum and R. nivale, 
which are shown in the two 
accompanying illustrations in 
flower in the Rock Garden at 
Edinburgh Botanic Garden last 
month. The former makes 
quite an attractive little twiggy 
shrub of n.at and compact habit, 
about 18ins. to 2ft. high, with 
the rosy purple flowers common 
to so many of this group. Tne 
latter is more prostrate and 
spreading, making a  flattish 
twiggy mat of tiny leaves that is 
studded with bright rosy purple 
blossoms. Still another addition 
to the ranks of the dwarfs is a 
twiggy little bush about two 
feet high called R. ccmpl.xum, 
that has rosy purple flowers 
which are generously given 
early this month. All are 
attractive plants, but it is doubt- 
ful if they will ever be more 
than <p:cies for the specialist 
and collector, for they do not 
appear to excel those many 
other dwarf members of the 
family that are now safely 
entrenched in popular favour. 
Of these, none is more desirable 
than the Chinese R. racemosum,, 
perhaps one of the best known. 
and most widely planted of all 
species rhododendrons. It is a 
charming little shrub that has. 
been introduced many times by various collectors since it was 
originally found by Delavay fifty years ago, and of the many forms 
that are now in cultivation the one sent home by Forrest in 1920 
is generally acknowledged, by those competent to judge, to be the: 
best, surpassing in the rich colouring of its flowers its nearest: 
rival called variety olcifolium. Both these have larger flowers. 
than the type plant and are of better colouring—the blossoms. 
having a much stronger infusion of bright pink than those of the: 
more ordinary forms, which are a pale pinkish white. Forrest’s: 
foim is readily distinguished from its nearest cousin by its neat 
and dwarf habit. It seldom seems to grow more than about 
six inches high, whereas the other forms, including oleifolium, 
eventually reach some three feet or so, their height and growth 
varying to a large extent with their situation. No one who has 
rhododendron soil should overlook any of the forms of this lovely 
miniature, for they are all as easy to grow as they are beautiful 
in flower. Like most of the dwarfs, R. racemosum is essentially 
a shrub for massing, either in the rock garden or on some sloping 
bank, where it will soon spread and form a fairly dense thicket of 
twiggy branches that are smothered in clusters of pinkish white 
flowers that are at their best some time this month or in early 
May, depending on the form that is grown and the season. Where 
it is happy it will seed itself in chinks among the rocks, as it does 
in the Rock Garden at Edinburgh, where several young colonies. 
of seedlings have appeared on the rock face. Though it will give 
quite a good account of itself in full sun, as do all the dwarf 
members attached to the lapponicum series, which includes all 
the eminently desirable blue, lilac and purple flowered species,

O the traveller passing up and down the Mersey one of the 

most attractive sights 1s the Conway riding at anchor.

TREES AS AN INVESTMENT

that Australia uses twenty million pounds’ worth of soft timber annually 
and has so far been compelled to import this. Actually, although 
Australia possesses miles of fine hardwood forests, she had, unlike 
most other continents, no softwoods until about half a century ago, 
when the Federal Government started the experimental planting of 
pine trees. It was hoped that there would be a growth of gins. in 
diameter in forty years, but the experiences of the last thirty years have 
shown that durable timber, in every way of the first quality, can be 
produced with nearly as much growth again in diameter in quarter of the 
time. Mr. Poolman, in fact, showed his audience a section of a tree 
proved by its annual rings to be only eleven, actually 17ins. in diameter, 
which would have stood eighty feet high, with a trunk weighing about 
one ton when dry. Ten years ago the Australian Government began 
to encourage firms and individuals to develop the growth of softwoods 
on a commercial scale, and the Forestry Pulp and Paper Company 
of Australia, Limited, is an outcome of this encouragement. The 
Company’s investment allows private individuals to take advantage 
of this development, which is of a sort usually only available to Govern- 
ments and landed proprietors. The Company is able to guarantee 
to produce about one ton of good straight timber for 1s., and by partici- 
pation in the enterprise private individuals can buy units of the invest- 
ment for £35 by paying £5 down and the balance by subscriptions of 
£1 per month, payable quarterly or half-yearly. Mr. Poolman, by a 
simple calculation, showed that if the timber produced only one quarter 
of to-day’s price and manufacturing profits were not taken into account, 
the return would be £250 per unit in from ten to twelve years. As 
the Company’s remuneration is a fixed percentage of the ultimate return, 
every investor, however small, can rely on the most conscientious effort 
on the Company’ S$ part.
